The Sabject of Annexation Discussed 
by Goldwin Smith-Aa important 
Movement in the Direction of Speli- 
ing Keform—Tre Orangemen. 

- Toronro, Ont, June 2.—[Special,]—In 

an article on abnexation, Goldwin Smith 

says to the Bystander: “ What we have said 
perhaps furnisnes the only available answer 
to the more delicate question raised by Dr. 

Bender, as to the tendency of Canada to 

enter the Union. The doctor is perfectly 

right in saying that there is no movement 
here at present in favor of political change. 

It is difficult to see how such a movement 

could be set on foot, when not only the 

Legislatures but to a great extent the organs 

of public opinion are in the hands of the 

politicians, who, as a class, heve a mani- 
fest interest in the retention of the separate 


Legislatures, offices, and political prizes of 
every kind, To form an estimate of anything 
so intangible as opinion which has no organ 
must always be extremely difficult: and in 
the present case there has hitherto been 
something like a reign of sentimental terror, 
every man who spoke his mind treely being 
at once marked down as a heretic, and every 
journal which faltered in its shibboleth be- 
ing eagerly denounced by the journals of 
the opposit party. That which is factitious, 
however, must sooner or later come to an 
end. ‘The littie court at Ottawa influences 
to a ludicrous degree those whore within 
the sphere of its attraction; but the people 
do not dine at Government House, and the 
lord of that mansion, hearing nothing but 
loyal adulation, is in danger of living in a 
fvoi’s paradise,” 

The Hon. W. D. Howells, United States 
Consul at Toronto, has returned from Vir- 

nia, after a brief residence in that State, 
le sent in bis resignation as Consul at To- 
runto, to take effeet. ihe 30th inst., but as yet 
he has had no official notification of its ac- 
ceptance, though ina conversation with the 

Asé#istant Secretary of State at Washmeton 
he had been given to understand no dif- 
ficulty would be raised.

THREE BUTCHERS. 
AN INDIAN AND TWO NEGROES EXECUTED 
AT FORT SMITH, ARK. 

Lirtie Rock, Ark., June 29.—[Special. }— 
Three murderers, William H. Finch, Martia 
Joseph, and a Choctaw Indian named Tual- 
isto, were hanged at Fort Smith at noon to- 
day, 
vicinity of Fort Sul, Indian Territory. Joseph 
slew Mr. and Mrs. Bud Stevens, and Tuakisto 
killed aman named Cochrane. The execu- 
tion oceurred within the inclosure surround- 
ing the United States Court-House, and was 
witnessed by about fifty persons including 
ministers and reporters. The condemned ex- 
hibited considerable spirit until taken from 
the prison, when they all weakened and 
were led to the gallows with difficulty. 
On the scaffold Finch rallied, confessed 
his crime, and said he died hoping for par- 
don. Tualisto had to be heldup. He pre- 
sented a pitiable spectacie. He said his 
heart was broken. Joseph declined to 
speak. He trembled violently. The pre- 
liminaries were speedily arranged and the 
trapsprung. Tualisto’s neck was broken 
and death ensued iu three minutes. Joseph 
and Finch perished miserably from strangu- 
lation, dying in ten or twelve minutes. 

JOSEPH. 

April 11, 1883, in a case wherein Martin 
Joseph, a Creek negro, was charged with a 
double murder, the jury, composed or seven 
colored and five white men, found him 
“ruilty as charged” after an absence of 
thirty minutes. The trial revealed a double 
murder of the most brutal, depraved, and re- 
volting character—one that makes humanity 
shudder. A more horrible deed never 
marked the annalsof crime. The factgas 
proven on the trial are that Martin 
Joseph, about the 2th of April, 1882, to- 


‘gether with another man bv the name of 


Henry Loftus, went to the house of a man 
by the name of Bud Stevens, and proposed 
that the three go out and steal some horses. 
Stevens had a short time previous been mar- 
ried to a young girl about 16 years old, and 
was jiving with her up in the Arbuckle 
Mountains in the Chickasaw Nation, Indian 
Territory, at this time. The proposition be- 
ing agreed to, the three started down the 
wountain to a small valley and proceeded to 
construct a corral by stretching a rope around 
some trees that stood in acirele to rtin the 
horses into. While whey were so engaged Jo- 
seph went up behind Stevens and shot him in 
the back of the head, killing him instantly, 
and left his body where it fell. He and Henr 

Loftus then weut to where Mrs. Stevens ha 

been left, and told her that her husbaud had 
been thrown from his horse and badly hurt, 
and wanted her to come to him. She got eon 
the horse behind Joseph and started, as she 
supposed, to where her husband was, but it 
was to her death as Joseph, instead of taking 
her to her husband, took her up the mountain 
té where there wasa deep cave. There he 
ordered her to dismount, placed a pistol at 
her head, ravished her twice, and then shot 
her to death and threw her body and a pair 
of saddie-bags filled with elothing, a bed- 
quilt, and some other articles into the cave. 

AN UNEASY CONSCIENCE. 

This was high up in the wild recesses of 
the Arbuckle Mountains, in the Chickasaw 
Nation, Indian Territory, and perhaps the 
crime never woald have been discovered if 
the secret had not been too weighty for Jo- 
seph. Bad aa his heart, was it was nota fit 
habitation for such 4 terrible secret, for while 
under the influence of whisky he told the 
whole story te William othe, Yecoties of 
bis companion in the crime. iilham was a 
different man from Henry Loftus, his 
brother. The latter was a wild, reckless, 
hardened criminal, while the former was re- 
spected by all who knew him. William was 
afraid of Martin Joseph, and did hot tell 
the fearful story that had been poured 
into his ears, as Joseph swore to 
take his life if he did But this 
terrible deed would not remain hidden. It 
was too great; it must be known, that the 
guilty might be punished. Martin Joseph 
afterwards killed Henry Loftus, his accom- 
plice in the bloody deed, and left that part of 
the country. After he left William, his 
father,e and another man, went to che cave, 
and there saw the remains of Mrs. Stevens, 
her clothing, and the saddile-bags. They 
then searched for the remains of Bud Ste- 
vens, and found them at the piace where 
Joseph said they had killed him. Old man 
Loftus called on Mr. Henderson to go with 
him to the cave to see the remains of Stevens. 
Mr. Heuderson at once called the attention 
of United States epee Mershon 
to the case, and he with his guards a 
number of citizens went to the cave, 


SICKENING DETAILS, 


A young man,a guard of the Deputy 
Marshal, was let down into the cave, 
where, upon the bottom of the same, he 
discovered human remains, which turned 
out to be those of Mrs. Stevens, covered with 
large rattiesnakes, which loathsome reptiles 
had fedon her remains, leaving only the 
bones. He made the signal to haul him up, 
and when he made known the discovery a 
sickening sensation seized Mew all. avin 
procured a pistol and a basket he descende 
to where the remains were, and then com- 
mnenced a battle with the snakes for the pos- 
session of the bones. By killing some and 
driving away the rest he was able to 
gather the bones and what re- 
mained of the clothing into the 
basket and send them to the mouth of the 
cave to add horror to that awe-stricken peo- 
ple. Lhe young man was drawn out, and 
with the Deputy Marshal sought the place 
where the bones of Stevens were, and they, 
two, were gathered up, and on the trial of 
Joseph were breught' to the court-house to 
becumne ghastly and terrible evidences of 
his guilt. The evidence was purely cireum- 
stantial, but so ciose were the links in the 
chain as to Jeave no doubt in the minds of 
those who heard it as to his guilt, and when 
his own confession to William Loftus is 
added thereto, if there had been a shadow 
ofadoubt it was by that removed. 

FINCH. 


The 2th day of July, 1882, William H. 
Finch, a camp-retainer at Fort Siil, L. T., 
committed a triflmg offense and refused to 
xo into the presence of the post command- 
dant when sent for, but instead stole a horse 
and fled to Texas. He was soon after ar- 
rested in Decatur and jailed. A detachment 
of soldiers, consisting of Sergt.

Finch 
feigned sleep till he found his guard really 
asleep, seized a carbine and pistol, and shot 
scan ses A with the pistol and Johnson with 
the carbine. On hearing tne tirst shot Mc- 
Carty moved up the creek bank just in time 
to sve Finch shoot Johnson. clump of 
bushes hid him from the view of the mur- 
derer, and thus his life was saved, as he had 
no arms. Finch took the keys from John- 
son’s kets and unlocked the only shackles 
he had on—those on his ankles—hid the two

ANXI1008 TO DIE. 
LAKE EXECUTED FOR A BRUTAL 
OUTBAGE. 

CaMBRIDGE, Md., Juhe 20.—[Special.]— 
“Good by, folks, lse gwine- home to glory 
across de shining Jordan Ribber,”’ shouted 
George Lake, the negro ravisher, from the 
galiows here at noou today, and the next 
instant the trap was sprung. The heavy 
body fell four feet, then gave a slight re- 
bound, and in a few minutes life was ex- 
tinct. Many persons from the surrounding 
country congregated in the littig town te see 
the execution. This morning Tau Traisune 
eorrespondent found Lake sitting in the 
grand jury room of the old fashioned court- 
house, with his legs chained to a heavy 
oak table, from which he was eating his 
breakfast. | 

“ Yes, Doss,” he said, “I outraged Capt. 
Simmons’ wife. l’se awful sorry for it, but 
de debil was in me and I wants to be pun- 
ished for dat. drefful crime. Yes, Ise giad 
Ise gwine to be hung, cause den I will have

paid de debt I owe.”’ 


WELCOMING THE SCAFFOLD. 

The wiserable wretch sang hymus and 
prayed all night. He seemed anxious for 
the hour of the execution, and about 9 o’clock 
he asked one of the reporters the time, and 
on being told he clapped his hands and ex- 
claimed: “Only three more hours to wait, 
and then I'll start on niy"jeurney.”’ 

He watehed the workmen erecting the 
scaffold and said he hoped they would make 
it strong. The undertaker was a little be- 
hind time in finishing the coffin, and hearing 
of the delay Lake expressed the wish that it 
would be all ready as soon as hedied. <As 
he walked up the gallows steps with the 
Sheriff and ministers, he remarked: “ Thisis 
built good and strong.” He did not show 
the least signs of nervousness. 
the hymn, “Jesus, Lover of 
Soul,” was sung by those 
the scaffold and many in 
crowd, Lake made a littie speech, in which 
he said he was bre to taik with the Lord 
in another world and beg forgiveness. He 
hoped his execution would be a waruing to 
ali, and he asked that his body be laid alone- 
side that of his sister. The gallows and rope 
for this exeeution have been used to hang 
live other men during the last five years. 

AN AWFUI, OUTRAGE. 

Tne crime for which George Lake suffered 
caused great excitement at the time of its 
commission, and butfor the vigilance of the 
law officers he would have beea lynched 
without/a trial. Hooper’s Island is a lower 
district\ of Dorchester County, inhabited 
mostly by oystermen. Capt. Stewart ©. Sim- 
mons is one of the best-known residents of 
the island. Heand his wife and family iive 
near the bay apeee. Sunday, the iith'of 
last April, e Captain and his 
daughter went to church, leaving Mrs. 
Simmons alone at the house with her baby 
son.. She is a lady of aboat35 years of age, 
and has been in delicate healih for along 
time. After her husband went to church 


' she retired to her bedroom, and was dozing 


in a rockimg-chair by the bedside about 9 
o’clock, when she was suddenly awakened 
by feeling a shawl being thrown over ber 
head. Her first thought was that her hus- 
band was playfully tryme ww frighten 
her, but the next instant a rough hand 
Braves her by the throat. She struggled 
iard and succeeded in reinovidie the shawl 
from her face, When she recognized George 
Lake, a nowwrious negro who had several 
times been employed by Capt. Simmons. 
When she got the shaw! off her head and 
begged him to spare her he brutally struck 
her several blows on the breastand in the 
ae knocking her off the chair on the floor. 
hen he wrapped the shawl around her he @, 
almost suffocating her, and suecevded in nis 
fiendish purpose. He then fled from the 
house, leaving his victim utterly prostrate 
and aimost insensible on the floor. 
DISCOVERY. 

Miss Ida Simmons, the daughter, was the 
first to reach the house after the outrage. 
She found the door locked, and it was some 
time before her mother could command 
strength enough to drag herself across. the 
flopt-ad down the stairs to let her in. 
Mrs. Simmons was fearfully bruised 
and cut about the face and body, 
and one of her ribs was broken,,but she 
has since recovered. Wien Capt. Simmons 
returned he at once started in pursuit of the 
negro fiend, but it Was not uuti! the next day 
that he and the officers captured the miscre- 
ant. Lake’s face when he was arrested bore 
the evidences of the struggle he had with 
Mrs. Simmons, it being badly scratched. 

The trial of Lake at the April term of the 
Circuit Court of Cambridge was short and 
decisive. There was no doubt of his guilt, 
and the case was submitted without argu- 
ment. [he jury promptly returned a veruiet 
of “Guilty as indicted,” and Judge Wilson 
pronoypnced the sentence of death. 

A DESPERATE VILLAIN. 

The Cambridge Jail is uow being torn 
down ty wake way for a pew structure, and 
Lake was accordingly imprisoned in a littie 
two-story frame building in the upver part 
of the town. Being a desperate villain, he 
was chained to the floor in the second-story 
room, and the night of the 10th of May he 
broke Uie chain attached to his handculfs, 
unlocked with anail the shackles from his 
leg, reme@ved the bolts and bars from one 
of the windows, leapéd to the ground, and 
made his eseape. In passing through the 
town he came across the Bailiff twice with- 
out being recognized. Forty men were sent 
out to overtake him. He was found in the 
woods, and the men were about to string him 
up to a tree, when the Sheritf pleaded with 
them to allow the law to take its course in 
properform. When asked how he made his 
escape, he replied: “1 prayed the chains off.” 
Recently he made a confession of his crime, 
and dec ared that the devil was in him when 
he cOmmitted the deed. He served aterm in 
the penitentiary a few years ago for robbery. 


“DON’T FRET.” 


THESE WERE THE LAST WORDS OF TONEY 
JAMES AT DARIEN, GA, 


DaRIEN, Ga., June W.—([Special.}—Toney 
James was hanged at 11:20 a. m. today in 
public before an immense crowd of spec- 
tators, chiefly negroes from miles away. 
James maliciously killed one Anderson, and 
was sentenced at the May term of the Su- 
preme Court. By 7 o'clock a. m. from 1,800 
tw 2,000 people were on the grounds to wit- 
ness the execution. The prisoner ate break- 
fast at 8 o’clock, taking a broiled chicken, 
biscuits and hominy, butter, a cap of strong 
cvifee, and a glass of wine. He was carried 
to the gallows from the jail at 10:55, where a 
varied religious service was conducted by a 
colored clergyman... The Sheriff, after read- 
ing the sentence of death, asked the prisoner 
to say what he had to say. 

DON’T FRET. 

In aclear, calin voice he said; “* My friends, 
you see standing here before you the last of 
poor Toney James. I ain about to leave you 
to go to live with .God. Don’t fret after me, 
Iam ready and willing to go, but fret after 
that world where I am going to stand on 
Jordan’s stormy banks. I killed my friend 
Prince Anderson, but I was intoxicated with 
liquor. Yoang ladies and gentlemen, take 
warning of me.

As previously pointed 
out, the istof January being the date of 
balance sheets and generai settlements, the 
numoer of failures in the last and first quar- 
ters of each year is uniformly larger than in 
the other quarters.

In making up the statistics for the 
quarter it has been thought best to 
igmere the recent  fatiures in the 
provision and grain trades as being merely 
speculative transactions. The number of 
failures reperted fer recent weeks has been 
increased by the disasters in speculative 
trade at Chicago and New York. The out- 
look, however, is for decreasing disasters.

000,132; general liabilities, $21,686,550, 


THE DULL SEASON. 

Special telegrams to Bradstreet’s this week 
from the leadins business centres throughout 
the United States reveal the very general 
effeets of the opening of the dull sunmmer 
seasan. Interior trade throughout the great 
wheat-growlg belt ig awaiting the re 
suits of harvesting. There are, how- 
ever, general features of the commercial 
situation which induce a belief in an early 
improvement in eneral trade. These 
are (1) the better outleok for a fajr wheat 
erop, aD eu n considerably in excess of 
that credited June 1; (2) the noticebly active 
distributien ef dry goods at various business 
centres; aud (8) the quile general improve- 
ment in the dren market, 

The Jure cetton report te Bradstreet’s is 
based on 1,204 repiles. it shows a distinct 
improvement sisce the last report, but the 
prospects of the crep cannot yet be consid- 
ered gueod. The wheat market during. the 
week has steadiiy declined, and in sympathy 
therewith the market for Indian corn. 
Provisions have suffered similarly, and 
whe underlying cause of the weakness 
of the three apoours to have been a lack of 
contidence in the financial condition of lead- 
ing dealers in those products at Chicago, 
concerning whom ill-judged statements 
have been set afloat. To this cause afust be 
added the withdrawal of foreign buyers to 
awaita steadier market, the duiluess of the 
aoe wane better crop prospects, and heavy 
arrivals. 

The conspicuous firmness in the pig-iron 
market bas been gained so aurey that there 
is good reason to suppose thas it has come to 
stay. ‘The tide has at last turned in sellers’ 
favor, and contracts are not so readily made 
at existing prices. which are as yet pominal- 
ly unehanged. Petroleum has gained some- 
what during the week, although the process 
has been alabored one. Adu!! market ruled 
most of thetime. The June report of opera- 
tions in the productag regions is not so cleariy 
a bul! document as had pn exvected. The 
anthracite ceal trade has improved a little, 
the increase being mainly through Eastern 
shipments. The July increase in prices will 
go largely into effect, The gainin produe- 
tion from January Ist to June 2, as against 
a like period in 15882, is about 1,300,000 tons. 

Weel has continued quiet in all markets, 
and no large movements are anticipated un- 
til the effect of the new tariff on the raw 
staple and its mauufactures has received a 
practical test.

Jarrett’s Story of the Mrigcin of the 
Troubles at Bethiehem, Pa. 

Prrrsspure, Pa, June 29.—(Special.|— 
Secretary Martin, of the Amalgamated 
Association, received a letter today from 
President Jarrett, giving a history of the 
trouble at the Bethlehem Steel Works. After 
a few observations of a general nature, Mr. 
Jarrett says: “Iwas at Bethlehem yester- 
day and sent you a telegram regarding the 
trouble there. I will now more fully state 
the case to you. Oneof the brothers of the 
lodge sued an outsicder’s wife for abusing 
his child seme time ago and the Squire 
found the woman guilty, fined her, and 
erdered that she pay the costs. The 
woman then appealed to Mr. Fritz 
and Mr. Adams, the Superintendent and As- 
sistant-Superintendent of the Bethlehem 
Iron & Steel Company, and they ordered that 
the man pay the costs or he would be dis- 
charged. Herefused to do this, claiming the 
company had no right to interfere with the 
case, and was discharged. ‘The committee of 
the lodge took up the case and wuited upon 
Mr. Fritz, but were ordered out of the office. 
Myself and Lee were sent for. We went 
aud tried te have an interview with the man- 
agement, but were refused. It seems, 
however, that this movement on 
our part must have riled Mr. 
Fritz terribly, for he at pice issued orders 
tu shut the mili down, thus preventing our 
men bringing about a stsike had they so de- 
cided. | am told that Fritz is terr*’iy op- 
posed to the association, and remarked to 
our committee that he wished to see the 
bloedy union go to the infernal regions at 
the rate of sixty miles an hour, and sink so 
deep there that it would never rise again to 
disturb the tranquillity of his soul. The fight 
has now commenced and the meu are seem- 
ingly determined to see it to a conclusion.” 

President Jarrett also states that some of 
the men in the Bethlehem mill have had 
their wages reduced as much as 45 per cent, 
that they are desperate at repeated imposi- 
tions, and now, since the company has issued 
the challenge, they will hght to the last. It 
was stated some weeks ago that energetic 
efforts would be made Dy Amalgamated 
Association fo bring all the mills in Eastern 
Pennsylvania into the erganization, and it is 
presumed the suaimary action of the Bethle- 
hem Company is in pursuance of an under- 
standing among employers to resist the 
movement vigorutsly from theoutstart. ‘The 
shut-down is regarded as the opening gun of 
the war.

THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC AS A BUSINESS. 

Tue Trisune of yesterday pointed out the 
glaring incansistency of Mr. Frank Hurd, of 
Toledo, O., in arraigning the Republican 
party of Ohio for taxing the “legitimate 
business” of grog-selling, and at the same 
time eulogizing the Democratic platform, 
which imposes a “license fee” upon that 
“legitimate business” in “consideration of 
the danger to the public” involved in it. 
This was a plain, palpabie contradiction, and 
it arose from Hurd’s failacy of placing the 
traffic in intoxicating liquors upon the same 
footing as that on which general commercial 
pursuits stand. ,Such reasoning is bound to 
lead to false and absurd conclusions. ‘The 
liquor traffic is full of danger to the public, 
as the sale of poisons and explosives is, and 
hence is everywhere subject to police regula- 
tion and restraint. The persons who go into 
this “business,” no matter how moral they 
may be in their private lives, enter upon a 
pursuit which is universally and properly re- 
garded as more or iess threatening (according 
to the extent to which it is carried on) to 
public health, public morals, and public 
safety. The claim that it is a “ legitimate 
‘business’ is based only on the privilege ex- 
tended by law to those who engage in vend- 
ing intoxicants under certain conditions and 
restrictions. lt is neither legitimate per se 
nor worthy of encouragement by favor or 
exeémpfiog as in the case of commercial or 
industrial enterprises., 1t is only to be tol- 
erated to gratify a nearly universal but evil 
appetite under police regulation. Itis nota 
‘mere statute which imposes this character 
upon the liquor traffic; the public nuisance 
and the public danger the business threatens 
arise from its internal nature, and statutes 
are passed to limit and control it. 

This view of the liquor traffic is neither 
new nor peculiar to this country. It obtains 
all over the civilized world. it has been af- 
firmed over and over again by the courts, 


_ and it finds the strongest confirmation in the 


intuition of the people. The principle that 
the liquor traffic is dangerous to the public 
welfare, and henee iliégitimate except as it 
is authorized and regulated by law, is recog- 
nized so universally that it is folly to cry out 
against special burdens as unjust which are 
imposed for the express purpose of restrict- 
ing the liquor traffic and repressing so far as 
possible the evils necessarily incident thereto. 

The recent decision of the Supreme Court 
of Ohio affirming the constitutionality of 
the “Scott law” was based in the main 
upon the principle that the traffic in intoxi- 
cants isa dangerous business aud properly 
subject to legislative restraint and oontrol. 
The same section of the Ohio Constitution 
which forbids the granting of licenses for 
the sale of liquor alsosays: “ But the Gen- 
eral Asémbly may by law provide against 
evils resulting therefrom.” The Supreme 
Court held that thie authority enables -the 
Legislature to prohibit absolutely the sale of 
liquor if it sees fit, and that hence it has the 
right to adopt any measure of partial re- 
Straint in the nature of restraining taxes 
whieh it may think necessary to impose. 
“In our opinion,” says the Sn- 
preme Court of Ohio, “it is not 
of the slightest materiality, under this sec- 
tion of the Constituaon [relating to uniform 
taxation}, whether burdens imposed on a busi- 
ness which in tis nature is. injurious to the 
public welfare be imposed in the form of a 
license-fee or in some other form.” The 
court was content with the conviction that 
“the burden is imposed upon a business én- 
jurious to the public welfare”; and hence 
it does not conflict with that part of the 
Constitution which requires uniform taxa- 
tion of property. In other words, the excep- 
tional and injurious character of the liquor 
traffic was recognized by the court as fully 
established. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois, consisting 
at the time of five Democratic and only two 
Republican Judges, was even more explicit 
and outspoken on this phase of the question. 
In reviewing the license power in the Sciiwu- 
chow case it said:

‘These restraints are not like such as restrict 
the ordinary avocations of life, which advance 
human bappiness, or trade and commerce— 
neither produce immorality, suffering, nor want. 
This business is on principles within the police 
power of the State, and restrictions which may 
rightfully be im upon it might be obuox- 
ious as ap Glogs restraint of trade when applied 
to mcher pursult®. .. . 

Much stress is placed on the supposed vested 
rigbt to the privilexes conferred by the license. 
If, as we bave seen, the control of the sale of 
liquors is a poliee regulation, then no one can 
obtain such a vested right in it as that it may 
not be resumed when the ihteresis of society re- 
quire it. . . . We can never bold that a per- 
son can acquire an absolute vested rigbt to euch 
a license for any definit period beyond the con- 
trol of the police power of the State, 


ARE CORPORATIONS PERSONS! 

Corporations were long since shown to 
have no souls elther legally or as a matter of 
fact. But now that a great railroad corpora- 
tion has come before the Supreme Court to 
insist that it shall be regarded as a person 
and so entitled to the benefit of the Four- 
teenth Amendment, we may as well recog- 
nize that evolution applies to corporations as 
to other animals. The corporation is emerg- 
ing into the upper ether of personality no 
doubt as a preliminary to rising to the higher 
altitudes of a soul, and perhaps the oversoul. 

But, corporations, if they thus, like latter- 
day Undines, are to pass from their soulless 


state to that of persons with souls, must be 


ready to meet the duties of their new condi- 
tion as well as to claim its legal advantages. 
If they take the benefit of the laws, they 
must obey the laws. If they want to be 
treated as if they were human, they must 
behave as if they recognized the humanity 
of the rest of thecommunity. If they insist 
that as they are persons they must not be 
discriminated against, neither must they be 
guitty of discrimination. So far there is a 
remarkable lack of any evidence that there 
is any other conception of personality in the 
niinds of corporations than that it is a good 
quibbie to use for escaping their just obliga- 
tions. The California railroads have come 
into court as “ persons”’ simply to evade the 
payment of taxes. | 

The highest test of any one’s morality is 
his conduct towards the State. In the deal- 
ings between man and man all sorts of in- 
fluences enter to keep them from taking un- 
fair advantages. We feel our neighbors’ 
eyes. When the person from whom he ts 
tempted to withhold or on whom he is 
tempted to press is a living, breathing, ap- 
pealing fellow-man, sympathy will often 
hold back the strong man’s hand. But ali 
this is not morality. ltis expediency. Itis 
sympathy. The discharge of our public duties, 
the fidelity to the uo written trusts of society, 
are the gages of the real growth of our 
moral sense. Morality is remembering that 
society is not only ali for one, but also one 
for all. 

If individual morality falls far below the 
ideals of our poets and preachers when put 
to this test, what shall be said of the morality 
of our corporations? They cannot truly be 
said to have any morality at all. Some ex- 
pediency they have; sympathy they have 
none. So low is the rate of our moral 
growth that men in the mass, whether it be a 
political party or business corporation, have 
ahnost no moral or sympathetic sense. The 
leaven of the lowest class leavens the whole 
mass. Our treatment of the Indians, the 
fraud, and duplicity, and violence of the re- 
lations of the “civilized ”’ nations of Europe, 
the calm consolidation of the elevated roads 
of New York in direct violation of the laws 
of the State, the consolidation ofthe Western 
Union and Mutual Ufiion Telegraph lines in 
Pennsyivania in willful defiance of the pro- 
hibition of the Constitution of the State that 
gave them the right to do business, are afew 
out of countless illustrations of the undevel- 
oved and crude conceptions of morality that 
usurp the seats of individual conscience, 
even when highly-civilized people find them- 
selves part of a crowd. 

The place which the corporation is taking 
in our modern life is so necessary and so 
overshadowing that this fault in its con- 
science is a matter of great public concern. 
If we are to be heated, and lighted, and 
warmed, and fed, and carried, and amused, 
and buried by corporations, it is high time 
that our preachers undertook the task of 
showing that the pains, penalties, and com- 
pensations of religion follow men even with- 
in the sacred precincts of the corporations. 
A sin must be taught to be a sin whether it 
is personal or corporate.

‘IOWA KILLS A MONOPOLY. 

At least one monopoly, that in barb-wire, 
there is good reason to think, is to be brought 
to book, This isso unusual an occurrence 
as to merit full metition and aloud pean. 
Most of our late experience has been in the 
opposit direction. We have seen one mo- 
nopoly after another take possession of va- 
rious fields, like the manufacture of matches, 
or of petroleum, or of telegraphy, and suc- 
cessfully defy every attempt to bring them 
down to the plane of plebeian competition. 
The barb-wire monopoly fora time appeared 
te be as impregnable to all attacks as any of 
the others, but recent United States court 
decisions appear to have broken its back. 

The barb-wire monopoly, which at one 
time had succeeded in subjugating about all 
the onee independent manufacturers and 
compelling them to pay heavy tribute to it 
under the guise of royalties, had one specia!ly 
odious feature. It had abused the privileges 
of the Patent-Office, and by what was no bet- 
ter than a trick had overlaid the proper mo- 
hopoly of its patents by a greater and false 
monopoly. 
patents for reissue as if they contained only 
the same provisions as the original, while as 
a matter of fact they had been “ broadened ”’ 
far beyond their first scope. This fraudulent 
device was, no more than the wire patents, 
the invention of the capitalists who sought 
to engross the barb-wire business. In both 
cases they took advantage of the ideas of 
others. The practice of reissuing patents 
for the purpose of obtaining monopolies the 
patents themselves did not cover had be- 
come some time ago one of the grossest 
abuses of our patentsystem. itis but late- 
ly that the Supreme Court ofethe United 
States put a stop to this nefarious practice. 

In the case of the barb-wire business the 
first decisions as to the validity of the re- 
issued patents, “broadened” so as to give 
the capitalists who had bought up the pa- 
tents of impecunious inventors a much wider 
patent than the inventors would have 
dreamed of claiming, wefe in favor of the 
monopoly. The effect was to paralyze a 
great industry. All over the West wire 
tactories had started up to suppiy this cheap, 
non-combustible, cattle-proof fence to the 
farmers of the treeless States from Indiana 
to the Rocky Mountains.

The independent manufacturers became 
industrial vassals, while the farmers were 
fieeced. They had to submit to dictation as 
to juss how much they should manufacture, 
how much they should seil, in what terti- 
tory they should sell, and how much they 
should charge. The price to the farmers 
was at once,advanced $40 a ton, and of this 
the monopoly took $15 a ton as its share of 
the plunder. In alittle over two years the 
public has been bled not less than ten mill- 
ions by means of this immoral combination 
founded on a gross and pernicious abuse of 
the Patent-Oflice, 

Unfortunately for this soulless monopoly, 
it came in direct contact with “the embat- 
tled farmer.” The oppressiveness and in- 
justice of this transaction, which by a stroke 
of the pen increased the cost of the only 
fence that could be used on the prairies 66 
per cent and killed off all competition in the 
manufacture, were so plain and harsh that 


-the Iowa farmers determined they would 


not stand it. The iniquitous practice of 
“broadening ” patents has been put a stop 
to by the National Supreme. Court; the pa- 
tents of the monopoly have been declared by 
the courts to have been “ broadened,” and 
so to be invalid; independent manufacturers 
are again springing up; some of those who 
have been bound to the monopoly have ap- 
pealed to the courts for release on the 
ground that it has given special concessions 
to some of their rivals contrary to agree- 
ment; its various disasters have compelled 
the robbers to relinquish half of their trib- 
ute-royalty ; the price has already dropped 20 
per centto the farmer, and the prospect is 
that the days of this odious combination are 
over. 

The most interesting thing about the his- 
tory of its overthrow is, that it was the direct 
result of popular resistance. The farmers 
of lowa made up their miuds that they would 
not submit to it, and they have broken it 
down. There are many other combinations 
in this country founded on one kind of fraud 
or another—on watered stock, abuse of 
franchises, and violations of constitutional 
and statutory prohibitions of consolidahon— 
that would break like bubbles in a gale if the 
people once rose against them. In the last 
analysis there is only one to blame for the 
continuance of great wrongs, industrial or 
political, in a country with free speech, free 
assembly, free press, free vote, free election, 
free labor, and that one is the people which 
submits to them. 

THE GREEK LANGUAGE HUMBUG. 

Charles Francis Adams Jr., in his address 
Thursday before the Phi Beta Kappa Society 
of Harvard University, courageously at- 
tacked one of the greatest educational time- 
consuming abuses of the age—the making of 
a knowledge of Greek a necessary qualifica- 
tion tor entrance into most of the high-class 
colleges of the country, thus introducing it 
as a compulsory study in our high schools 
and academies. This has done and is doing, 
as Mr. Adams said, a positive harm. It is 
an injustice, and an injury, and an imposi- 
tion on our young men and on the taxpayers, 
Proficiency in important modern languages, 
even in English, is sacrificed to a superficial 
knowledge of the dead and useless Gieek, in 
which none but specialists are proficient. 
Most of our young men who take the Greek 
course in a college leave with but a smatter- 
ing, and in a few years forget all about it. 
The reasons are that it is of no practical use, 
except to the specialist; that students take it 
up reluctantly and only in obedience to time- 
worn and superstitious college rules, and it 
enters very little into the composition of the 
ordinary spoken and written English. 

The time the student spends on it is 
thrown away in nearly every case. It had 
much better have been spent in acquiring a 
thorough knowledge of English and of its 
use. If after this the student has time and 
the vpportunity they should be employed in 
acquiring those modern languages, French 
ahd German, which are found so useful in 
travel, in literature, in business, and in the 
professions. If any dead language is to be 
studied Latin should be given the prefer- 
ence, as it enters so largely into the composi- 
tion of English and gives a greater mastery 
of the niceties of expression. But witha 
knowledge of English, French, and German 
@ man nowadays may be said to be thor- 
oughly equipped as far as languages are 
concerned, Hé can go anywhere and feel at 
home. ' 

The Greek study is a humbug, maintained 
through professional superstition, and in or- 
der to provide occupations for a few Greek 
Professors, who seldom know anything else 
but Greek. 1t should be abolished as a study 
except for divinity students or fossils and 
fossil-hunters. lt should nut be permitted to 
bar young men from a college course, nor to 
waste the time of students after they enter 
college. Neither should any community be 


] taxed on the pretense that Greek should be 


taught in our high sehools and academies. 
Mr. Adams has done well to attack this out- 
rageous abuse. The Chicago Board of Edu- 
cation would do well to follow the attack in 
a practical way, and if they have any regard 
for the public interest they will. 

We understand that there are now in the 
high schools of this city three Greek Pro- 
fessorships maintained at an annual expense 
to the taxpayers. of about $10,000. This 
abuse should not be continued, The study of 
Greek in public schools should be abolished 
at once, the Professorships wiped out, ana if 
the three tax-eaters who how occupy them 
cannot teach more useful subjects they 
should be sent to some one of the Eastern 
educational museums.

Our Western communities, at any rate, 
shuuld be too progressive and practical to 
tolerate them. 
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ROBESON’S NAVAL BRIC-A-BRAC. 

The large and costly collection of naval 
bric-a-brac made by Mr. Robeson, consisting 
of steam war vessels, ironclads, sailing ves- 
sels, tugs, ferryboats, transports, and all 
their appurtenances, is to be put upon the 
market by Secretary Chandler and sold to 
the highest bidder for cash. Mr. Robeson, 
it will be remembered, was an enthusiastic 
collector and never haggied at prices. He 
wanted what was unique and rare in his eol- 
lection, and he always obtained it by paying 
fancy prices for it, for certainly nothing can 
be more unique than vessels that won’t sail, 
sails that can’t be spread, engines that won’t 
work, guns that can’t be fired without blow- 
ing up the craft that carries them, colossal 
hulks which, however peripatetic they may 
be in intention, are stationary in fact, and 
barnacied keels that never wandered away 
out of sight of the places where they were 
built. 

The collection, as we have said, was a very 
costly one. As bric-a-brac is now ali the 
rage and specimens are valued not by their 
beauty, but by their age and worthiesness, it 
will be noticed that Robeson did not vivlate 
any of the canons ot esthetics in paying large 
prices for his collection or in securing utterly 
worthless articles, Of thé thirty specigiens 
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Besides these vessels there are several oth- 
ers which did not eost as much, but have 
been very highly prized as unique relics. 
Among these is the Burlington, which ts 
now at League Island, where she is to be 


sold: The Philadelphia Record says that 


she was an old ferry-boat once used by the 
Camden & Amboy Rallroad to transport 
passengers, and that Secor Robeson bought 
her of his friends, Dialogue & Wood, of 
Camden, generously paying them $40,000 for 
her in Government money. Then several 
thonsands were spent in fitting her up so 
that she could convey material from the old 
navy-yard to League Isiarfi. Altogether she 
has cost $47,646. She made just three trips, 
and was then tied up to rot, and has been 
rotting ever since, having cost the Govera- 
ment just $15,882 for each trip she made. 
The Burlington ts one of the most unique 
specimens in the collection, and ought to 
bring a good price; but, alas! Kobeson is no 
longer in the business and no one else makes 
a specialty of collecting these articles of na- 
val “ bigotry and virtue.” 

This seems to be the despair of the situa- 
tion. The naval bric-a-brac which was in 
fashion during Robeson’s time, and of which 
he was such an indefatigable collector, has 
gone out of fashion; consequently there is 
no sale for it. It has been urged that there 
are countries in need of a fleet which might 
be prevailed upon to purchase these vener- 
able relics, crusted so thickly with rust, 
barneacies, and associations. ‘There is no 
hope of selling them to the Japanese or 
Chinese, for it was only the other day that the 
Ashuelot, oneof these time-honored relics, 
which got across the ocean by accident, 
went all to pieces in their waters like the 
deacon’s “one-hoss shay.” Some of the 
minor South American States or the smaller 
islands in the Pacific might be induced to 
take them, if there were any way of deliver- 
ing the goods, but what would Paraguay or 
Patagonia, Greenland or the Fiji Islands do 
with a navy that is stationary at brooklyn or 
Philadelphia? What temptation is there for 
them to buy these vessels at League Island 
when they can’t leave League Island, and, 
if their cables that bold them up were 
once slipped, would fail all to pieces like 
Rip Van Winkle’s gun? Clearly there is no 
possibility of selling them for any naval 
purposes, and as the people are tired of them 
as relics, though they are very unique and 
cost twenty millions when HKobeson was 
making up his collection of antique tubs and 
arks, itis evident that the rude auctioneer 
who has no eye for the antique must put 
them on the block and sell them to the soul- 
less junk-dealers who have no eyes for the 
associations of the Renaissance. They will 
be seld dirt cheap. It has been a costly ex- 
periment, the gratification of Robeson’s 
peuchant for collecting naval bric-a-brac. 
Twenty million dollars’ worth of vessels to 
be sold to the junk-dealers for old iron at 
half a cent per pound! 


Mr. WATTERSON professes to be satisfied 
with the Ohio Democratic platfurm on the 
tariff issue because it demands that the tariff 
“shall be limited to the necessities of the 
Government economically administered.” 
Mr. Watterson quotes the non-essential and 
omits the essentials of the Ohio Democratic 
platform in this matter. ** The necessities of 
Government economically administered ’”’ is 
merely an incidental phrase, but the same 
plank explicitly favors a tariff “so adjusted 
in its application as to encourage productive 
industry at home and afford just compensa- 
tion to labor,” which means to levy bounty- 
taxes on the people. The Republican plat- 
form in the same State favors “the main- 
tenance of a tariff system which will provide 
a revenue for the Government and at the 
same time will protect American producers 
and American labor.” lf Mr. Watter- 
son can discover any substantial difference 
between these two declarations he has more 
than the average allowance of penetration 
and discernment. The two assertions are al- 
most literally thesame. The catch-phrase of 
limiting the tariff revenue “to the necessities 
of .the Government economically adminis- 
tered ” has no practical significance, but we 
have no doubt that John Sherman would 
have inserted it very willingly in his plat- 
The ouly 
real pointin the Ohio case is, that both party 
platforms approve the same sort of tarilff- 
bounty system of taxing ten men for the ben- 
efit of one, and employ very nearly the same 
language in expressing that approval. It 
Mr. Watterson is satisfied with this sort of 
tariff his recent visit to Gramercy Park has 
evidently induced him to revise his revenue- 
reform program for running the Democratic 
campaign in the next National election. 
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THE recently reported arrangement of the 
disagreements between France and China, 
growing out of the Tonquin invasion, is now 
denied and things remain “‘as they were.” 
It may be that China feels herself strong 
enough to dictate advantageous .terms for 
herself, and possibly to dispute the invasion. 
Her army and navy have been greatly 
strengthened during the last few years. She 
has now two large armies, known as the 
Eight Banner army and the Green Stand- 
ard army, which aggregate 900,000 
meny and which can be raised to 
1,250,000 men if necessary. The Eight Ban- 
net army, 50 called because it carries that 
number of banners, is composed of 200,000 
Tartars, while the Green Standard army is 
made up of nativeChinese. Her active ariny 
in the field numbers 300,000 men, commanded 
by Western officers, armed with the best of 
modern rifles, and disciplined and drilled in 
European style. The navy numbers fifty-six 
vessels, built in the latest style, and officered 
by American and European officers. These 
vessels are all comparatively new, and were 
built in English dock-yards. China also pos- 
sesses 1,193 forts, finely constructed, and 
armed with Krupp guns, and she has in addi- 
tion two arsenals, one at Foo Chow and the 
other near Shanghai, capable of turning out 
twefity Armstrong forty-pounders a year. 
From these details it will be seen that China 
has made rapid progress in her war resources 
during the last few years, and that France 
will not bave it all her own way. In case of 
war China would unquestionably be defeated 
in the end, but not until after a lotig 


struggle.

According to Mr. Ley, the English we- 
teorologist, cool waves so clear the atmosphere 
of clouds that brilliant weather usuaily accom- 
panies, rather than follows, them, “ the dry at- 
mosphere permitting the sun’s rays to exercise 
their full beating power on the stratum of air 
near the earth's surface.””

THE CHOLERA. 
AT HAVRE, FRANCE. 

Lonpon, June 20.—The steamer St. Ber- 
nard, from Bombay, with cholera on board, 
arrived at Havre vesterday and subsequently 
Sailed. A case of true Asiatic cholera was 
found on the steamer, and she was ordered 
by the authorities at Havre to leave port im- 
mediately. 

THE EGYPTIANS. 

DAMIETTA, June 20,—The total deaths here 
from cholera during the last twenty-four 
hours were 107. ’ 

ALEXANDRIA, June 29.—The Ministers 
have voted £5,000 for the use of the Sanitary 
Commission. All fairs have been prohibited. 

A committee of Cairo doctors disputes the 
existence of true cholera in Egypt. 

Fifteen cases of cholera and seven deaths 
were reported at Mansurah Thursday. It is 
said that the Italian Vice-Consul and a Eu- 
ropean lady are among the dead. 

Two thousand persons have already fled 
from this city in consequence of the out- 
break, 

It is rumored that there is one case of 
cholera at Cairo, but the report is doubt- 


ful. 
~ ‘THE SPANIARDS SCARED. 

MADRID, June 29.—Great alarm prevails 
in Spain over the outbreak of cholera in 
Egypt. The Sanitary Council has advised 
that the maximum period of quarantine be 
imposed upon all vessels arriving at 
Spanish poris from Egypt. The council 
also requested the Ministry to urge the Brit- 
ish Government to comply with the advice 
of the Constantinople Sanitary Conference. 

FRENCH ILL-FEELING. 

Paris, June 29.—The Temps points out 
that every country except Engiand is taking 
precautions against the introduction of chol- 
era, and adds that if the disease reaches En- 
glish ports it will be impossible to prevent 
its spread to the Continent, which will owe 
its visitanon to England. 

VIENNESE TALK. 
VIENNA, June 29.—The idea of a perma- 


nent Europeau sanitary board is mooted by. 


the press here. lt is thought the Austrian 
Government will officiaily propose the for- 
mation of such a board. 


RUMOR THAT THE SUEZ CANAL WILL BE 
ABANDONED FOR THE PRESENT. 


Port Sap, June 29.—|Special Cable.}|—A 
rumor prevailsthis evening that the Gov- 
ernment has issued such stringent regula- 
tions for the control of the canal traffic 
while cholera prevails that the Suez Canal 
Company can no longer. transact its 
business and has decided to shut off 
traffic altogether.. The local officers only 
answer by.the statement that vessels are 
passing, and any one can see that traffic has 
not been stopped. They refuse to say what 
instructions they have or to admit 
that they have any at ail, but 
that they shall, for the present at 
least, foliow closely the regulations of the 
Khedive’s Government, which are stringent 
enough, and which in outline were sue- 
gested by the English Government officially 
here. The belief in well-informed circles is 
that the canal has been ordered closed at 
once or within a few days. 

.When this question was propounded to M. 
Gravette, the highest canal authority whom 
your correspondent could feach, he refused 
to answer it at all. Cholera has closed Port 
Said tighter than Government rules or quar- 
antine laws. Ooal and water are not taken 
here, even when crews have to be pui on 
short allowance ail the way to Malta, 

CAUTIOUS CAPTAINS. 

The moment Captains learn of the alarm- 
ing epidemic they refuse to allow any one to 
approach from the shore, and get under way 
with as little loss of time as the somewhat 
lax local quarantine regulations will 
permit. Their fear , of contagion 
is, if possible, exceeded by their 
fear of losses and delays resulting from long 
quarantine at all ports and at points of des- 
tination. No vessel can afford to spend twen- 
ty-five days at Maitaor shorter periods at 
more distant points and run the chances 
of longer detenuon should there be 
any suspicion that they are carrying 
the contagiou. The passengers by the Pen- 
insular & Oriental Steamship Company’s 
boats, many of whom have business of the 
most urgent character, are alarmed by the 
danger of being stopped at Brindisi or inter- 
mediate stations or being held at Gravesend, 
within sight of home. Their fear of this is 
greater than any danger from the contagion. 

The French Messageries Line has given 
notice that its sixty vessels, making every 
port on the Mediterranean, will take no 
transfers of merchandise from points beyond 
Alexandria unless they have been subject to 
quarantine, and there is danger that they 
may apply the same rule to passengers. The 


Wessels of the French fleet will leave here as 


soon as possivle, and activity on board them 
today indicates preparations for immediate 
departure. 

DEATHS. 

It is not known whether other deaths have 
occurred on board the ironclads L’Invinci- 
ble and La Battaile, but that there have been 
more deaths is probable. Deaths have oc- 
curred in the town, but details cannot be 
procured, the Government having taken 


such strict precautions. 


AIX-LA*CHAPELLE, 
A FIRE IN THE OLD TOWN. 

BERLIN, June 29.—A fire occurred this 
dfternoon at Aix-la-Chapelle, The latest ad- 
vices say the fire was raging fiercely. Nine 
houses and one of the towers of the town- 
hail were on fire. 

[Aix-la-Chapelie is a celebrated old town of 
Rhenish Prussta containing about 85,000 inhbab- 
itants, containing numerous first-class hotels, it 
baving been known as & watering-piace since 
the days of the Romans. Its chief distinction 
arises from lis having been the scene of both 
the birth and death of Charlemagac. The 
springs are noted ones, the Kaiserbad contain- 
ing more sulphur than 1s found in any spring in 
Europe. The Hotel de Ville, which the dispatch 
reports to be on fire, is &n imposing building of 
the fourteenth century, standing on the historic 
site of the birth of Charlemagne. It contains 
an anciest ball, beautifully restored, witb 
freacous by. Rethel and Kebren, end 
statuets of i thirty-six German Em- 
perorse. The anciet pile is chiefly noted for the 
congresses held there, jinciuding that of 1748,

THE TURKISH TREATY. 


THE AMERICAN GOVERNMENT REFUSES TO 
PERMIT. AN ABROGATION OF IT. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 29.—[Special Ca- 
ble.|—Gen. Lew Wallace, the American 
Minister here, has on behalf of the United 
States Government. officially declared 
a refusal to permit Turkey to 
withdraw, as. the Porte had announced 
its intention to do, from the treaty 
of commerce. existing between the two 
countries, and which expires in June, 18384, 
Gen. Wallace gives for his refusal general 
and international! reasons, but bases it tech- 
nicaily upon the fact that the Porte gave 
notice of its desire to withdraw March 11 
instead of June 5, the terms of the treaty 
making the earlier notice invalid. 

Gen. Wallace has also notified the Porte 
that the United States Government will re- 
fuse to recognize the new Turkish tariff, 
dating from the 13th of March ‘last, giv- 
ing as a reason that the commpercial 
treaty exempts the United States 
from the terms of the new 
tariff. The American Minister takes the 
ground in both notifications that the treaty 
of commerce required of each party a year’s 
notice to the other of a desire to withdraw; 
that Turkey had no right to withdraw in 
June, 1888, upon a notice given during the 
preceding March, unless the United States 
consented; and that, as Turkey’s desire to 
withdraw from the present treaty.is entirely 
incompatible with the interests of the 
American Government, which, under 
the treaty, secured more favor- 
able tariff’ terms than those that 
wuuld be imposed upon it by the new tarilf, 
the United States feels justified in protect- 
ing itself by insisting upon the letter of the 
treaty. Any other course would subject 
American commerce with Turkey to arbi- 
trary and disastrous impositions. 

THE RIFLEMEN. 
PRACTICE OF THE AMERICANS. 
Lonpox, June 29.—The American rifle 
team began its practice today at the Midland 
range at Birmingham. The men had net 
perfectly recovered from the effects of their 
sea voyage, consequently their scores were 
below the average.

SOUTH AFRICAN PANIC. 
A TALE OF COMMEKCIAL DISASTERS 1N FAR- 
AWAY LANDS. 

New Yors, June 29.—(Special.] — The 
Austrian bark Lea, which arrived ° today 
after a voyage of fiftv-nine days from Cape 
Town, Atrica, brought five men trom the 
shipwrecked crew of the whaling schooner 
Pilot’s Bride, whose story of sufferings on 
Desolation Island has already gone into 
standard sea literature. They were sent 
home from Cape Town by the American 
Consul there. H. B. Joseph, also a passen- 
ger op the Lea, and who is a Cape Colony 
commission dealer in diamonds, copper, 
wool, etc., told most distressing tales of the 
great sufferings in Cape Colony. In parts of 
the country there has been no rain for 
three years, and the people starving. He 
says that the condition of affairs in Cape 
Town, at Kimberley, and Dutolt’s Pan (the 
diamond fields), the Leydenburg gold fields, 
the Orange Free States, and surrounding 
country is worse than it has been for years. 
What adds to the general distress conse- 
quent on the failure of the crops is a disas- 
ter at the great diamond mine at Kimberiey, 
600 miles upon from Cape Town and 400 
miles from Natal. The mine is 380 feet deep 
and one and three-quarter miles in circum- 
ference. The soft débdris has fallen back 
inte the mine in such quantities that it is 
estimated that eighteen months will be re- 
quired for its removal, Upward of 4,000 tons 
feil within twenty-four hours, The extent of 
the calamity can be judged by the fact that 
this celebrated mine has ylelded £8,000,000 In 
diamonds a year. The effect at Cape Town 
has been most disastrous. ‘The revenue has 
fallen off 50 per cent, and the mining shares 
have gone down 75 per cent. 

EFFECTS OF THE PANIC. 

“tis estimated,” said Mr. Joseph, “that it 
will cost £250,000 to clear the mine. The fall 
in the price of diamond shares has ended in 
several tragedies. There are sixty-five dia- 
mond mining companies, with a sublscrived 
capital of £7,000,000, and of com panies 
only fourteen are paying dividends. Most 
of these mines are within a radius of 150 
miles, and atan average of 600 miles from 
Cape Town.” The extent ot the commercial 
convulsion ts illustrated by the Great Central 
Diamond Company. It had a subscribed 
capital ef £900,000, and paid taxes on £840,000, 
‘Two years ago the shares were rated at £5600 
each, but today itis said by Mr. Joseph they 
are worth only £80.’ The Freres Diamond 
Mining Company, at De Beers, a quarter ofa 
mile from the Kimberley Mine, with a sub- 
scribed capital of £130,000, £100 a share, has 
been sold out by the Sheriff for £15,000, Mr. 
Herm Wuegroot, a leading merchant, blew 
out his brains on account of ail these trou- 
bles, and two weeks afterward Mr. J. R. 
Schonz, resident magistrate, killed himself. 
Altogether there have been about ten sui- 
cides of leading men caused ‘by the commer- 
cial depression, The most _ terrible 
stories of starvation come from the 
copper region, especially from the 
neighborhood of the Great Manamaculand 
Mines. Capt. Segarich, commander of the 
bark Lea, said t commercial circles in 
Cape Colony are so greatly depressed that 
many of the colonists are returning to Eu- 
rope, and especially to England. Another 
passenger on the Lea said that the small-pox 
epidemic of last year in the colony greatly 
damaged its business interests, and the sup- 
plementing of this by lack of rain and by 
the diamond smash had caused numerous 
business failures, and that Europeans arriv- 
ing at Cape Town find few safe ipvestments 
for the money they bring. He added: “lt 
will take the-Colony years to regain what it 
has lost in recent months.”

Several Fatally, by Flying 
Timbers. 


The Crash Felt Throughout the Entire City— 


Wixwirec, Man., June 20.—|Special.]—A 
terrible accident occurred here tonight 
about 9o’cloek. A fire alarm sounded for a 
fire in the store of J. H. Ashdown, whole- 
sale hardware. Warning was given that 
there was gunpowder in the building. 
The _ police exerted every effort 
to keep the crowd back, though 
but to little use as they surged on. In a 
moment a terrific explosion occurred, shak- 
ing thé ground and buildings for acres 
around, and smashing hundreds of dollars’ 
worth of glassin the principal warehouses 
and stores op Main street, The entire building 
was blown to atoms, and débris scattered 
around, failing on firemen and citizens, who 
persisted in passing a prescribed line. The 
excitement reached a panic when the débris 
had settled and the uninjured firemen pro- 
ceeded to carry out their comrades and oth- 
ers who were hurt. 

DEAD AND DYING. 

The following isa list of killed and injured, 
with details ef their injuries: George Seale, 
22 years o!d, son of John Seale, undertaker, 
Montreal, frontal bone crushed in and eye 
destroyed, internal injuries, and face and 
arm burned with coals from the Dlazing 
rhins. He died at the hospital; never 
having recovered consciousness. What 
makes the case peculiarly sad is that on ac- 
count of being acquainted with a policeman 
the latter permitted him to pass the line. He 
had just got a few steps when the explosion 
occurred, 

William Yulle, City Electrician, head ter- 
ribly cut by falling scantling, and face and 
hands badly burned; will live.

A large number of people standing on 
the street when the explosion occured 
were cut with glass and injured by 
falling brick. Five thousand people were on 
the street. The fire was soon extinguished.

John HM, Alexander on Daty at West 
_ Polnt—Received with Hiudness by 

. Mis Fellow-Stadents and Gaining the 

Good- Will of His Officers. 
West Pornt,J une 26.—[{New York World.] 
}—An extensive, level stretch of ground, half 
‘of which is agreen lawn and the other part 
of which has the appearance of being shorn 
of grass by the treading of horses? hoofs; a 
cluster of tents at one end of the lawn anda 
nu of cold-looking gray buildings at the 
other; two-score squads of four young men, 
three of each squad wearing a gray uniform 
with bright brass buttons and a jaunty dark- 
blue cap, while the other man wore plain 
civilian dress in everything but the head-

INHUMAN TREATMENT OF TWO BOYS, 
SScravyton, Pa., June 27.—One of the most pe- 
culiar@ases ever tried in the courts of this 
county bad a hearing here today. The defend- 
ants were D. KE. Westcott and his wife, who 
were prosecuted for the inhuman practice of 
burning the hands of their two sona, Willie 
and Cbariie, by piacing them upon a hot cook- 
ing-stove to cure them of the habit of stealing. 
The couple did not attempt to deny that they 
bad placed the bands of the boys on the 
stove, but they pleaded in extenuation of the 
act that the stove was not red-hot, as bad been 
alleged. Mrs. Westcott, who is a strong-minded 
stepmother of tterceiv religious tendencies, 
told the court that sbe kuelt by the stove with 
littie Willie and tried to impress him with the 
fact that that was the Throue of Gruce, and that 
the hest which made him howl when it 
touched his palm was intended to remind 
him of the torments of eternal fire which 
awaited bim@ uniess be reformed forthwith. 
Tnen she prayed, and asked the boy to unite 
with ber, while ehe continued to hold bis hands 
upon the purgatorial metai, but, instead of be- 
ing reconciled to his martyrcom. the lad yelied 
with pain and terror and thrilled the neigh- 
borhbood with uis agonizing cries. Charile, the 
other brother, was treated similariy by his 
father and stepmother. The redbot stove was 
sald to be the climax in a long catalog of pun- 
ishinenta inflicted upun the ofeading buys withb- 
out etiect. They bad been whipped severely, 
and on one Occassi0ou Chariie was compelled to 
stand for three hours on the edge of a barrel.

Trank-Line Managers Interested in 
Stock-Yards said to Be Re- 
sponsible. 


The Trunk Lines Determined to Urush 
Out the Dressed-Beef Industry—™"r. 
Fink’s Report on the Belative Cost 
of Transporting Live Stock and 
Dressed Heel, 

Ever since the dressed-beef business com- 
menced to assume cousiderable proportions the 
Eastern trunk lines interested in the various 
stock-yards in this couutry have been at work 
trying to crush out the new industry because it 
threatened to diminish live-stock shipments 
coosiderably. Forsome mouths past Commis- 
sioner Fink has been procurimg evidence as to 
the relative cost of transportation between live 
stock and dressed beef iu order to decide what 
the rate on dressed beef shauid be, The pres- 
eut rateon dressed beef is 64 cents per 100 
pounds, against 40 cents on live stock, making 
dressed beef @ per cent higher than live 
stock. The roads domg the bulk of the 
live-stock business betweva Chicago and New 
York claim that the present dressed-beef rate 
ia much too low, and is injuring the live-stock 
business. The roads carrying the bulk of the 
dressed beef and the dressed-beef shippers 
claimed that the present rate—64 ceots—is all the 
business could stand, and to make the rate bigher 
would kill the dressed-beef industry. Full ana 
detailed statements bave been submitted to 
Com missioner Fink by all the parties interested, 
which Bave just been published in a book of 14 
pages. ‘bese Vom missioner Fink claims to bave 
fully considered and digested, and they impel 
him to recommend that the dressed- beef rate be 
fixed on the basis of 77 cents per 100 pounds, 
Chicago to New York, which is an in- 
crease of 2) per cent over the rate heretofore 
charged and 90 per cent more than the cattie 
rate. It was contended by Tue TRIBUNE all 
along that the dressed-beef rate would be raised 
to prohibidon figures, no ma ter what evidence 
would be obtaivsed from the dressed-beef peo- 
ple, because the managers of the trunk lines, 
including the arbitrator, Mr. Charlies Francis 
Adams, are personally interested in the Stock- 
Yards at Chicago, 8t. Louis, and Kansas City, 
aod would therefore not allow the caitie busi- 
ness to be injured by the dressed- beef business. 
Commissioner Finks recommendation has not 
been acted upon by the Joiat Executive Com- 
mittee, but there caa be no doubt that it will be 
adopted at the next meeting. 


THE ROADS INTERESTED. 


The roads which bave carried the bulk of the 
dressed-beef business from this*city are the 
Chicago & Grand Trunk and the Michigan Cen- 
tral. The latter beim coutrolied by Vanderbilt, 
will not be allowed to test ainst the ad- 
vance, asit will benefit Vanderbilt's Lake Shore, 
Nickel-Piate, and New York Central Hoads, as 
well as the mauagers and officials of some of the 
Vanderbilt lines guna! luterested in the 
Stock-Yards. The Grand Trunk is, therefore, 
the only road which is likely to make a de- 
termined opposition to the adoption of the new 
rate. Whether H will accept the new rate or 
not is net yet Koowa. The officers of the Chi- 
cago & Grana Trunk were seen by a TRIBUNE 
representative yesterday, but they claimed to 
bave not yet been  notitie of Mr. 
Fink’s action, altbough Tus Taisune is in 
the pussession of Mr. Fink's official report, and 
could, therefore, not state what action they 
would take in the watter. 


FINK’S FIGURES. 


Commissioner Fink, in his finai report regard- 
ing the reiative rates of dressed-beef and iive- 
stock shipments, gives the extra cost of ship- 
ping tive stock, Chicago to New York, as agreed 
upou by the Joint Executive Committee as fol- 
lows: r atrendants, feed, bedding, and yard- 
age per 100 pounds of live stock, as estimated by 
the representative of the Grand Truok, 7 cents; 
sbrinkage of beef while live stock is in transit, 
1% pounds per 100 pounds, at 9 cents per pound, 
15%; total, 224 cents; deduct frum value of 
offal, highest estimate, 7 cents, making the low- 
est estimate 15% cents, 

if instead of estimating the cost for attend- 
ants, bedding, feed, and yardage at 7 cents, as 
estimated by the representative of the Grand 
Trunk, 9 cents per 100 pounds, the price agreed 
to by the other members of the committee, be 
taken, this cost would be increased to 17% cents. 
And if the estimate of the representative ot the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, cents per 100 pounds 
for the offal, iastead of 7 cents, be accepted, the 
extra cost would be further incre to 19: 
cents, which is the highest estimate per } 
pounds for additionai cost of carrying live 
stock, Chicago to New York. 

‘The extra cost of shipping dressed beef, Chi- 
cagu to New York, in addition to transportation 
charges, is given as follows: 

Sbrinkage of dressed beef while in transit, 
one and one-balf pounds per 100 pounds, at 9 
cents, 13% cents; lowest estimate for icing per 
100 pounds, 5 cents; total, 18% cents. Allowing 
tor icing in transit an additional 5 cents per 
100 pounds, as claimed by the representative of 
the Grand Trunk, but objected to by the repre- 
sentative of the Pennsylvania, and also allowing 
four cents additional for refrigerating prior to 
the beef being loaded in the cars at Chicago, as 
ugreedto by the representatives of four of the 
trunk lines.and objected to by the represeuta- 
tive of the Pennsylvania, the total extra cost of 
shipping dressed beef from Chicago to New 
York would be 27% cents. 


THE EXTRA COST, 


It appears from these figures, says Commis- 
sioner Fink, that the estimate of extra cost of 
live-stock shipments vary from 15X% to 19% 
cents, and the extra cost of dressed-beef ship- 
ments from 15% to 27% cents per 100 pounds. 
The items of cost upon which aii the members 
of the committee do not agree are: First, the 
cost of attendance, bedding, and yardage. Four 
of the members of the committee agree to nive 
cents per 100 pounda, while one member insist 
upon seven ts per 100 pounds. It would 
perhaps be faim to assume an average of 
of eigat cents per 100 pounds. Secoud, the in- 
creased Vuilue of offal in New York is estimated 
at seven cents per 100 pounds, under the as- 
sumption that the whole offal (8 per cent of th 
steer) could stand a transportagon charge of : 
cents per 100 pounds. It is claimed by one wem- 
ber of the coimmittee that the oifal possesses no 
increased value in New York over the value ia 
Chicago. In bis report he estimated che offal at 
14 percent, which at 35 cents per 100 pounds 
would be tive cents per 100 pounds of the live 
steer. Part of the estimated weigtt of the offal 
consists of packages, which the testimony shows 
c@nstivute 20 per cent of their contents. He 
would therefore consider it a liberal allow- 
ance to estimate the offal which 
can pay transportation charges as 17 per 
cent of the live steer, or six cents r 100 
pounds. Tbird—Cost of refrigerating dreseed 
beef in Chicago before it is loaded in the cars. 
in bis report he suggested that this cost be uas- 
sumed as four cents r 100 pounds. This esti- 
mate was accepted by four members of the 
committee and objected to by ove, who claimed 
that no such charge should be made. It is in 
evidence thay all export beef slaughtered in 
New York, as wellas beef sinughteredin Bus- 
ton, 18 refrigerated, but that beef for domes- 
tic consumption in New York, or in the interior, 
is not refrigerated. It \% impracticable to 
make different rates on export beef and beef 
for domestic consumption, and some aver- 
age has to be assumed, and his recom- 
mendation was based upon the estimate 
submitted by Mr. Armour who states that it re- 
quires 300 puunds of ice to refrigerate a car- 
cass, Or for thirty-five carcasses, constituting 
one car-load of dressed beef, tive and one- 
fourth tons of ice, which he estimates at $3 per 
ton wr $15.75 percar, say eight cents per 100 
pounds, He (Mr. Fink) recommended that four 
cents be allowed. But it is ovjected that the ice 
does not cost more than $2 or $2.50 perton. At 

2.25 per ton for ice and 300 pounds of ice to the 
steer, the cost per car-load would be $11.80, or 
about six cents per 1W pounds of dressed beef; 
and one-baif of this, or three cents per lw 
pounds, will be considered a fair comproinise, 
Fourtb—'The cost of icing in transit. The higb- 
est estimate for this service is 10 cents and the 
lowest five ceots per Ww pounds of 
dressed  veef. in bis report he rec- 
ommended seven and One-half cents, 
and stili believes this to be a liberal allowance. 
He would therefore adbere to bis former wsti- 
miate of 744 cents per bundred,. 

RESULTS, 

Using the items of cost upon which the com- 
mittee has agreed, and the recommendations 
made by him, Commissioner Pink obtains the 
following results: Cost of live-stock shipment, 
in addivon t© railroad transporiation charges— 
attendance, feed and bedding of live-stock while 
in transit, per 10) pounds, 8 cents: shrinkage 
in beef per 100 pounds of steer, 1\% pounds, at 9 
cents, 15% cents; total, ZY cents: deduct in- 
creased vuiue of offal per luv pounds of steer, 6 
cents; total extra cost, 17% cents. 

Cost of dressed-beef shipments in addition to 
transportation charzes—Shrinkage of dressed 
beef while in transit, 14 pounds, at 9 cents, 13% 
cents; icing while in transit per 100 pounds, 7% 
cents; cost of refrigerating in Chicago, 3 cents; 
total extra cost, 24 cents. 

Based upon the above data the relative rates 
of transportation of live stock and dressed beef 
would be as follows:

The City Saved from Serious Financial 
Trouble by a Wealthy Resident. 


New Oaveans, La., June 29.—([Special.]—Fri- 
day the City of New Orleans was saved from 
one of the numerous financial guifs which seem 
ever ready to swallow it up.

INDIANAPOLIS DEALERS. 
A SERIOUS "SITUATION OF AFFAILIS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 29.—{Special.]—The 
more the operations in Chicago options are in- 
vestigated the more serious is the situation re- 
vealed.

HIGH LICENSE. 


The City Ordinance to Comply with 
the Marper Bill, 

It will be noticed that the ordinance which 
came up in the Council at the special meeting 
Toursday night to couform to the Harper bill 
has different provisions from that bill in regard 
to the penalties attached for persons selling in- 
toxicating liquors other (ban mait liquors when 
their licenses only provide for selling the latter. 
The ordinance, like the bill, provides for a fine 
of pot less than $20 nor more than $100 for each 
offense, but does not include an imprisonment 
for ten or thirty days; neither is mention made 
of revoking the license if the law is violated. 
Corporation-Counsei Adams was questioned on 
this subject yesterday, url said the cases in the 
city would come before Justices who had no pow- 
er to impose imprisonment. The State law 
clearly made the distinction between courts and 
Justices. io regard to revoking licenses there 
was a general ordinance that covered that, and 
the Mayor had full power to exercise It. 

Mayor Harrison said under the State law he 


should be compelled to revoke licenses of sa-: 
_dookeepers violating the Harper bill, but on tais 


point he feared he would become mixed on ac- 
count of the distinction made between mait and 
spirituous liquors. He understood there wasa 
kind of whisky made out of mait. If that were 
the case what wae to hindera mao whu bad a 
beer license from seliing whisky manufactured 
in this way? As regarded the ordinance to con- 
form with the Harper bili he did not expect nor 
did be want it to pass the Council last Tnursday, 
but wanted it deferred in order to have Mr. 
Adams examine ail its points carefully. As the 
new law did not go into effect until July 1, there 
would be plenty of time Moaday to pass the or- 
dinance.

SICK OF STOCKS. 
RESULT OF THE SUIT OF YOUNG BENEDICT 
AGAINST MR. HICKIES. 

There was a sudden windup in the Armory 

olice Court yesterday afternoon of the case 

ainst W. W. Hickies, President of the ithaca 
Consolidated Gord and Silver Milland Mining 
Company, who was arrested some three weeks 
ago on the ocbarge of obtainmg $2,000 
from a not too- bright yousg man 
named W.S8. Benedict under false pretenses. 
The defense came into court with a shorthand 
reporter, two attorneys, and a determination to 
fight ‘ne case to the bitter end, but it neverthe- 
less required three hours’ time to convince the 
prosecution that, technically at least, 
charge against Mr. Hickies could not be made 
to stand. Gus Van Bureau conducted the prose- 
cuuop, and Senator Masun and Mr. Baldwin ap- 
peared for the defendant. More time was wasted 
by the attorneys in the discussion of law points 
than’ was taken up by the evidence. The first 
witness: called was Jobn 8. Benedict, whois a 
nervous young Man with a red mustache. Wit- 
ness said bis bome was with bis tather at No. 518 
West Washington street. Hickies called there 
Juve 1 and spent the entire evening, “talk- 
ing borse” at first, and after that talk- 
ing about his mines and their immense value, 
declaring that his mines in eS County, 
Arizona, were worth from $100,000, 
0U0,000—enough to buy out Gould and Vanaee- 
bilt. Witness. in response to invitations, called 
at Hickies’ office, corner of Dearborn apd Ran- 
doiph streets, very frequentiy during the fol- 
lowmg week. Hickies geueraliy took bim into 
@ private office, where the two would seat them- 
seives on a lounge. Hickies talked mines and 
religion, saying the Lord's Prayer 00 one occa- 
sion, and got such a control over witness that 
the latter scarcely knéw what be wus doing haif 
the time. Witness purchased from Hickies 
Juve 9 1.000 shares of the Ithaca stock, the 
coosideravion being a draft for $2,000. Hickies 
told witness that it waa pot the money he need- 
- so much as it was another good maa in the 


jmpany. 

The ertificates of stock purchased by Bene- 
dict were introduced. One of the certifica 
calling for 100 shares, bad not even been sign 
by Hick ies. 

On the cross-examination it was brought out 
that Benedict's father bad on several vccasious 
accow panied bis son to Hickies’ office, and that 
the son had borrowed the $2,000 paid for the 
etock from bis aunt in Elvin. 

George E. Whipple, of Preston & Keene's 
bank, was put on the stand to testify as to tie 
value of the stock. He said that ia bis opinion 
it was worthicss, but his opinion was based 
solely on the streugth of a letter and telegram 
received from a bank in San Francisco. Witness 
did pot claim to be an expert as to the vaiue of 
mining stock, and the court ruled that bis opia- 
ion was like bis estimate of the stook—vaiuelesa, 

J. D. Bogurt, journalist, testified that he con- 
ducted a miuing jourval in San Fraucisco at the 
time tne Ithaca purported to have been organ- 
ized, and that be had never beard of such a 
company before. The opinion of the witness, 
however, regarding the vaiue of the stock was 
ruled out by the court for the same reason that 
Whipple's opinion bad been disregarded.

Witness was interrupted in his testimony by 
Mr. Van Buren, who called him ono side fora 
whispered consultation, At the close of the con- 
sultation the attorney fer the prosecution an- 
nounced that, under the apse of the court, it 
could not be shown that stock purchased by 
Bevedict was not worth much as represented 
a Hickiesa, and accordingly a non-suit was 
taken.

STREET RAILWAYS. 


THE QUESTION OF HAVING THE. FRAN- 
CHISES EXTENDED--THE RUMORED NA- 
TURE OF PENDING NEGOTIATIONS. 
Reference was made the other day in Tue 

TRIBUNE to some alleged negotiations going on 
between the sub-cummittee of the Citizens’ Ags- 
sociadon and the street-railway companies in 
regard to the expiring franchises of the cor- 
porations, the latier desiring an extension, and 
being willing to make “certain concessions ”’ 
for its cranting. It was learned yesterday that 
the compunies had intimated that they would 
pay 2 per cent of theirreceiptsinto the Treas- 
ury if allowed tocontinue business for twenty- 
five years longer. One of the committee 
sounded severai members of the association as 
to the acceptableness of this, but it was pot 
favorably received. Ose of them, itis under- 
stoull, said that 10 per cent of the receipts, 
would be about fair, and asserted that be couid 
get capitalists who would take the roads at what 
it would cost to build them, and agree to pay 
that much to the city. He was challenged to do 
so, and, it is said, actually dia get s.goatures 
enouyh to au agreement to torma syndicate to 
do what he claimed could be one. This was 
submitted to the companies by the committee, 
but was laughed at by the officers, and there the 
matter rests.

Gano, Presideut of the Boiler and Furnace Im- 
provement Company, and was sbown a modei of 
a smoke-consumer invented by Mr. William M. 


Fisher. It consists of. ope or more water parti- 
tions extending from the shell of an urdinary 
buiier, or, ina locomotive, from the crowg sheet. 
Aon extremely rapid forced clroulation \pt the 
contents of the boiler through these partitions 
is attained by reason of the iniet to said parti- 


‘tions being, On one side, merely an opening 


through the thickness of the plate, or, in some 
cases, a short arm, whilst the outlet on 
the opposit side is an arm passing through 
the plate and carried upwards to near the sur- 
face of the waterin the boiler. There is thus 
formed in the rear of the partitions or betwe en 
them, where two are used, acombustion cham- 
ber, wherein the gases are wore effectually 
consumed, These purtitions become a part of 
the boiler, increasing proportionally the heac- 
ing surface. From their location they are

A Thrilling History 6f Russian 


Nihilism as It Real- 
ly Is. 


A French Skeptic Deals Tenderly ’ 


with His Own Early 
Belief , 


A History of Medical Econo. 
my During the Middle 
Ages. 


A Consideration of the Claims of Bac- 
teria to Popular Attention. 


Liberty or Death. 

A great deal has been said and written 
about Nihilism. But it is to be doubted if 
two out of every fifty utterances upon this 
subject are warranted by any acquaintance 
with the actual facts. So that a history of 
the origin and ad of tnis movement, 
which has the Fa ofan active partici- 
pator, cannot fai be read with earnest at- 
tention. The thrilling volume of revolution- 
ary sketches and portraits, called “ Under- 
ground Russia,” is written by one of the 
principal founders of the revolutionary 
press in Russia, who was formerly editor of 
the famous Zemlia 4  Volia (Land and 
Liberty), and is known under the pseudonym 
of “Stepniak.” ‘The preface is from the pen 
of one still more widely known as a vigorous 
thinker and clear writer—Peter Lavroff, the 
editor of the reviéw known’as Vpenod (Un- 
ward). The entire work is a spirited and 
faithful translation from the original ltal- 
jan. M. Lavroff says truly: “The Russian 
Socialist and Revolutionary party is very 
young, but it has, notwithstanding, suc- 
ceeded im conquering a place in 
history.’’ “Stepniak” introduces his 
work by an imtroductory chapter in which 
some popular impressions as to Nihilism are 
corrected. Thushe reminds us that this 
werd, invented by Turgheneff, the novelist, 
was first applied contemptuously to a purely 
philosophical and literary movement which 
flourished between 1860 and 1870, but is now 
absolutely extinct. “Nihilism,”’ says the 
author, “was astrugglie for the emancipa- 
tion of intelligence from every kind of de 
pendence. . . . The fundamental princi- 
ple of Nihilism, properly so called, was ab- 
solute individualism—a passionate and pow- 
erful reaction, not against political despot- 
ism, but against-the moral despotism that 
weighs upon the private and inner life of the 
individual.” The writer then traces the 
movement from its first step—an assault at 
Orthodoxy in religion—to the second one— 
antagonism to abstract idealism; and from 
thence tp the third—the intellectual freedom 
of women. The result of this third hardly- 
won tater ne chronicled in these words: 


“ No father now threatens to cut off the hair 
of his daughter if she wishes to go to St. 
Petersberg to study medicine, or follow the 
higher éourses there of the other sciences.” 
So full of honest conviction, of noble 
eloquence, is “Stepniak’s’’ recital as to the 
causes which wrought a political from a 
philosophical struggle, that we can only do 
justice to it by quoting the original. 

After telling us how the model Nihilist of 
Turgheneff had now arrived at the stage of 
absolute content, the author pictures the 
questioning attitude of the young disciples: 
“You are happy, 1 see,” the younger man 
would say. “But how can you be happy 
when, in the country where you were born, 
peopie are dying of hunger: where the Gov- 
ernment takes from people their last 
m to go forth and 
beg for a ernat of wréad ?’ As to how this 
questioner finds his work among thege suffer- 
ers, the writer tells us with “thoughts that 
breathe and words that burn”: 

At the same time falis upon his ear the

is squalist misery, bis whole tife stands forth 
full of sorrow, of suffering, of outrage. kK 
athim! Exbausted by bunger,. broken down by 
toil, the eternai siave of the privileged classes; 
working without pause, witbout bope of re- 
dempuon, for the Government purposely 
keeps him ignorant; and every one robs 
him, every one trampies on bim, and no 
one stretches out a band to assist him. Novone? 
Notso. The young man knows now “what to 
do.”” The flush of enthusiasm mounts to his 
brow, and with burning giances he takes in bis 
heart a sviemn Oath to consecrate all his lifc,-all 
his strength, all his thoughts, to the liberation 
of this population, which drains its iife-biood in 
order that he, the favored sou of privilege, may 
live at hisease. ... What to bim are exile— 
Sideria—death? Full of his sublime idea, clear, 
splendid, vivifying as the midday sun, he defies 
suffering, and would meet death with a giance 
of enthusiasm ano a smile of happiness. It was 
thus that the Revolutionary Socialist of 1872-'74 
arose. 


“Stepniak’”’ declares that the public 
mind would have resorted alone to pacific 
means if, after liberating the serfs from 
slavery to the nobles, Alexander Il. had 
freed Russia from the deeper bondage to 
himself; if he had bestowed upon her some 


a 


4 sort of a constitution, by which she could at 


least assist in the arbitration of her destiny. 
But this, the author tersely says, was pre- 
cisely what the Emperor would on no ac- 
countdo. The ferocity displayed in stifling 
the Polish insurrection showed only too 
clearly that everything must be 
patiently born, er the oo | saved by 
other means than complaifts. inthe latter 
partef 1871, ‘immediately after the Paris 
Commune, the Society of the * Dolguscin- 
zi’ was formed at Moscow; and in 15872 the 
important society of the “Ciaikovzi” was 
organized at St. Peversburg—the latter hav- 
ing branches: at Moscow, Kieff, Odessa, 
Orel, and Taganvog; and both having for an 
object the carrying of revolutionary propa- 
ganda among the workmen and peasants. A 
powerful current coming from abroad, says 
the writer, was the principle of the “ Inter 
nationale,” as developed by Micael Bacunin 
in the extreme features of the destruction 
party, and by Peter Lavroff, the literary ad- 
vocate of the more moderate wing. In the 
year 1875, owing to repeated failures in the 
direct object, and to the constant arrests 
which thinned the ranks so rapidly, the 
movement changed its method. Propaganda 
among the masses was apparently abandoned ; 
and colonizations (* poselenia”’”’) took its 
place—the grouping of an entire nucleus of 
propagandists in a given district. These, in 
order to avoid those rocks upon which their 
unfortunate predecessors had been ship- 
wrecked, endeavored to avoid attracting at- 
tention, and tecarry their ideas only among 
such peasants as could be trasted. The au- 
thor says of the trials of 1877,and 187s, and 
the “ monster frial ” of 498 which took place 
the year following: 

Everything that is noble and sublime in hu- 
man nature seemed concentrated in these gen- 
erousyoungmen .. . They sought to purify 
themselves from every other thougat, from ail 
personal affections, in order to be entirely, ex- 
clusively, devoted to it. They were the purest 
personiticadion of self-denial. But these beings 
were too ideal for the terrible struggle which 
was about to commence . After the first 
disepchantment be no longer Saw any hope in 
vietory, and tonged forthe crown of thorns 
rather than that of iaurel . . Such was the 
propagandist of 1872-75. This type was too 
ideal to withstand the fierce and imminent coa- 
flict Already another was rising in its 
piace. Upon the horizon tbere appeared a 
gloomy form, illaminated by a light as of Hell, 
who. with lofty bearing and a look breathing 
forth batred and defiance, made his way through 
the terrified crowd, to enter with a orm step 
upon the scene of history. He was the Terror- 


ist. 

Having tried the power of words in vain, 
the Kevolutionjsts now determined upon ac- 
tion. But, says< Stepniak,” it must always 
be borne in mind when reviewing this sub- 
ect that the sphere of such action was inevit-

tionists. Apparently bent upor the most 
daring defiance of law as well a: public sen- 
timent, the Emperor even annuiled the sen- 
tence by which, in the form of a petition for 
pardon, the Senate uitted the majority of 
those accused in the trial of the 198. What, 
cries “Stepniak,” did such a Government 
represent over and above brute force? Add- 
ing: “Against such a Government every- 
thing is permitted. ... But how to 
shake off this camarilla entrenched behind a 
forest of bayonets?” Unable to conquer by 
force, freedom was now sought for by a 
flank movement which should surprise, and 
disarm, and disable Despotism. This flank 
movement was Terroism! Three times these 
duelists “to the death” faced each other. 
Twice the wronged one was defeated: but 
the third time Despotism feil half-dead be- 
neath the blow. 

Of the sublime, if mistaken, courage of the 
SOTTO, the author speaks in impassioned 
erms: 


From the day when he swears in the depths of 
his beart to free the peopie and the country, he 
knows be is consecrated to Death. He faces it 
at every step of his stormy life. ... He bas 
no other object than to overtbrow this abhorred 
despotism, and to give to bis country, what all 
civilized mations possess, litical liberty, to 
enabie it to advance with a firm step tow its 
own redew ption. 


Of (Prince) Peter Krapotkine, erroneously 
supposed te be the leader of the Nihilists; 
of Demetrius Lisogub, the millionaire who 
lived in absolute poverty in order to devote 
his entire fortune to the cause, and who, 
trayed by his steward and condemned for 
nothing more than having spent his money 
no one knew how, rode in the hangman’s 
cart to his dreadful death with a pleasant 
smile on his lips—the sketches are admirably 
drawi. And thrilling beyond belief are the 
stories of the devoted lives of Jessy Helf- 
man, Vera Zassulic, and Sophia Perouskai— 
as one reads how the first endured calmly 
the horrors of Russian prison-life for four 
months, condemned to death, and whose 
sentence was then only commuted because 
ot her advanced pregnancy: how the second 
fired the famous shot at that Gen, Trepoff 
who ordered a litical prisoner to be 
floggzged: how the last of these heroic three, 
born of the highest aristocracy, became 
one of the most deterwiffed Terrorists, 
and eatery relinquished wealth, po- 
sition, youth, and a most ‘delicate 
beauty, to the cause of Freedom, and of 
whose martyrdom tnh@ unbiased correspond- 
ent of the Kolrische Zeitung wrote in April, 
1881: “Sovohia Perouskay displayed ex- 
traordinary moral strevgth. er cheeks 
ever preserved their rosy color, while her 
face, always serious, without the slightest 
trace of parade, was full of true courage and 
endless abnegation.”’ The stories of escape 
from dungeons and of the establishment of 


the secret press in St. Petersburg read like a | 


startiing romance. Yet the tone is nowhere 
extravagant, and so modest is the author that 
one would hardly guess from his writings 
how important and daring a part he plays in 
chis dangerous dance with Death. here is 
no straining after effect. Events are nar- 
rated and characters unfolded with wonder- 
ful simplicity. But there is a pathos inher- 
ent in all struggles for Freedom; and, wihien 
to this is added such traits of personal sacri- 
fice and heroism as the world has not often 
beheld, the subject taken on a power and a 


heauty w to be sublime, even. thoug 
wes vould iffer when We principle at stake, | 


“Stepniak’s” eloquent work is well 
worthy of attention in our present ignorance 
of the real environments of Russian Nihil- 
isn, It cannot fail to cerrect many errors 
in our estimate of those whom we have bith- 
erto beheld only through the distorting me- 
dium of authorized publications. And few 
will be able to withhold from it the involun- 
tary tribute of an ardent sympathy with the 
wrongs it recounts, however much we may 
differ as to the best means of redress.

Renan’s ‘** Recollections,” 

Monsieur Ernest Kénan has written great- 
er works than that entitled “ Recollections of 
My Youth”; but it is not in even his power 
to write anything more beautiful—so calm, 
so pellucia, so philosophic, yet so reverent, 
are these reminiscences of a youth devoted 
to preparations for the holy orders of the 
Roman Chureh. Evidently M. Rénan is not 
of those who if not fora measure are against 
it. His loving veneration for the ancient 
forms, virtues, teachings—one might almost 
say errors—of tne church which cher- 
ished him for years, is only ex- 
ceeded by his adoration for 
the whole truth—at any cost. How 
exquisit is that opening passage wherein the 
author of these “ Recollections ” compares 
the echoes of the Past to the old legend of 
Brittany, which tells how the City of Is was 
once enguifed-by the sea, but that its spire- 
tips may be seen above the waves sometimes 
in stormy weather, while the music of those 
hidden bells floats softly over the water.

For my own part, I never feel my liberal faith 
more firmly rootedin methan when I ponder 
over the wiracies of the ancient creed; vor 
more ardent for the work of the future than 
when I bave been listening for bours to the 
bells of the City of ls. 

Those who delightin the excitement ofa 
wordy battie will tind no interest in these 
dignified pages by one who, trained and al- 
most ordained a priest, is now become a 
judge, even thongh a merciful and just 
judge, of those very errors for which The- 
ology is responsible. ‘There are few tributes 
from those whom the world delights to 
honor to those who sowed the youlhg seeds 
of greatness which can equal the yearning 
tenderness_M. Rénan so often reiterates tow- 
ards the t@achers of his youth. One hardly 
knows whether to be most moved by the 
pathos or touched by the humorof his half- 
sad, half-merry pleading: 

©. my beloved old teachers, now nearly all 
with the departed, whose image often rises be- 
fore me in my dreams, not asa reproach, but 
as a grateful memory, I have been 80 unfaith- 
ful to you as you believe, Yes, | have said that 
your bistory was a very sbort measure, that 
your critique had no existence, and that your 
philosophy fell far sbort of that which jeads us 
to accept as a fundamental! dogma, “ There is 
no supernatural.”

A Contribution to : History of Medi- 
ne. 


“The History of Medical Economy During 
the Middle Ages,” by George F. Fort, is a 
work apparantly of great research, and a 
valuable addition to the literature of the 
history of Medicine. ‘The scope of the work, 
according to the author, isthe period of medi- 
cal science from the perioti of the Roman Ea- 
pire till the Fourteenth Century. In bis 
study of his subject he has gone back almost 
exclusively to first authorities, and he has 
thus produced a work that, while it can- 
not be classed amongst the more philosophi- 
cal histories of uiedicing, yet presents certain 
phases more in detail than can be perhaps 
found elsewhere. It would, in our opinion, 
have been better had he been more acquainted 
with the results of othermodern investigators 
mtr apparently thé case: There is no 
mei even of Daremberg or Hecker, to 
sa) nothing of more modern works such as 
that of Bouchet. Instead of these we have 
extremely numerous references to a host of 
medieval authors, somé general historians, 
and such workers as the Bollandist lives of 
saints. The volume therefore does not give 
us a philosophical! sketch of even the medical 
superstitions of the Middle Ages, much less 
a history of medical progress, 

In spite of this, however, the book is so 
full of curious facts that it is an interesting 
and valuable suppiement to such informa- 
tion as is given elsewhere in more systematic 
works, such as those mentioned. The history 
of Medicine of all times, even the present, is 
that of a struggle between true progress and 
superstition; and some of the phases of the 
latter form the principal themes of the work. 
The main point upon which she author 
dwells in the earlier portion of his work is 
the detrimental influence of the rise of 
Christianity upon science, and medica! sci- 
ence in particular, through the revival of 
the faith in the supernatural overcoming 
the scientific spirit that had developed with 
the decadence of the ancient an beliefs. 
This may be in parta truth; but that it is 
altogether one cannot be admitted. The 
medical superstitions that arose with the 
spread of Christianity were only special 
phases of errors have existed at all 
times; and it cannot be said that true prog- 
ress would not have suffered even a greater 
retardation if the new religion had not 
arisen. 

Readers, however, will have their own 
opiuions on these points; and all will find 
in the volume a vast amount of curious 
learning that is hardly accessible elsewhere. 
The author’s style is readabie, though at 
times a littie overloaded and turgid. The 
book is well worthy of reading, and we 
know of no other of exactly its scope.

What We Know About Bacteria. 

* Bacteria and the Germ-Theory of Disease” 
is a publication, with revision, of eight 
lectures delivered at the Chicago Medical 
College by Dr. Henry Gradle, Professor of 
Physiology at that institution. It gives ina 
very clear and readabie style a critical sum- 
foary of our present knowledge of the sub- 
ject of bacteria and their connection with 
human disease. The progress that has been 


vestigation has been most remarkable; and, 
though there are yet many doubters as to 
some of the facts, it bids fair to revolutionize 
many of the opinions that have heretofore 
been current in the medical profession. 
Dr. Gradle, while he is an ardent advocate of 
the bacterial origin of many of our 
disorders, is yetso fair and candid a critic 
that the reader of this book sees full justice 
done to all the opposing views. That he is 
thoroughly read upon what has been done 
abroad (and the advances in this department 
are almost wholly due to the labors of Ger- 
man and French investigators), is shown 
throughout the yolume. Stili,-there are a 
few omissions. For example, the conclusive 
experiments of Councilman, proving that 
suppuration may occur without bacteria, 
might as well have received mention as those 
of Uskoff, particularly as the formeris one 
of the few American investigators who have 
added even a littie to our knowledge of this 
subject. The omissions of any importance, 
however, are few, and do not affect value 


parasites of the human body. 

The first part of the book, comprising the 
first three or four lectures, gives a general ac- 
eount of the nature of bacteria, their life-his- 
tory, and the methods of its study; in the 
latter part is given an account of the re- 
searches into the bacterial origin of various 
diseases. In this the author is thoroughly, 
but fairly, critical; and we do not know ofa 
better statement in its way of the facts as at 

resent known in regard to this subject. 

ot merely. bacteria, but some of the higher 
fungi, have been found in connection with 
certain diseases to which they appear to 
bear a casual relation; and these, too, receive 
mention. ‘Taken altogether, the volume 
forms the best text-book we have yet seen on 
this comparatively new and very important 
line of pathological research, and gives a 
very favorable idea of its author as a medi- 
cal teacher and writer. 


Another work on the same general sub- 
ject, and also by a Chicago author, is Dr. 

elheld’s reprintof the Cartwright Lectures 
delivered by him last February before the 
Alumni Association of the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, New York, which orig- 
inally appeared in the New York Medical 
Record. These lectures are bright and read- 
able, and afford a very thorough statement 
of the present state of the bacteria question ; 
but they are so polemic and sarcasticin parts 
that they do not give the impression of an 
unbiased critical spirit. While the author’s 
views may all be correct, he might still have 
been a little less vehement in his criticisms 
of those that disagreed, and yet be full as 
convincing to his hearers or readers. The 
volume is illustrated with a number of fair- 
ly intelligible woodcuts from micro-photo- 
grams; but it lacks what every scientific 
work, even one of small compass, should 
have—that is, an index.

JOHN BRIGHT’S MONSTER PROCESSION, 
The procession of workmen of Birmingham in 
honor of Joho Bright's fortieth year in Parlia- 
ment was a huge effair. The London Times says 
that near a million persons were stationed along 
the five-mile course of the procession, and that 
the continuous roar of their weleome produced 
an impression of the meaning of popular feel- 
ing for which it would not be very easy to find 
a paraliel. Nearly &,000 people joined in 
the procession following Mr. Bright and after- 
wards passing before him, and amongst the 
most effective of the symbole displayed were 
the Birmingham bakers’ free-trade anti-corn 
ax iouves and the enormous ioaf, nearly six 
feet higb and brvad io proporuon, which the ag- 
ricultural laborers, headed by Mr. Joseph Arch, 
carried before him. Oneach side of the way 
were censely packed, 6x and more deep, for the 
whole ive wiles, Birmingham artisans and their 
wives, Who cheered Mr. Bright vehementiy as 
be passed. Mr. Bright bimseif, no doubt, was 
rather overpowered both by the pro t 
by the spectacie of allthis homage. This is au 
account bf what Jonn Bright saw looking out 
of tis window: ‘ 
Here he and all present saw the bakers, 150 
strong, each carrying a moderate-sized loaf of 
bread on the top of a pole, the baker's cart sur- 
mounted by a monster loaf, an embiem of what 
came of the repealof the Corn laws; and close 
to the monster loaf a very email one indeed, 
typical, so said the inseription, of “* Protec- 
won,” and “Fair Trade.” Here ne saw the 
brasa-founders, beaded bya herald like King 
David's bodyguard, ali in $3 armor; the elec- 
tre- piaters, the sboetmekera, the brush 
with theirsymbolofa broom held aloft; the 
giassbiowers, wearing glass hats, carrying giass 
swords and giass eticks, and having giass 
stars upon their breasts; the carpenters 
and joiners, the uut and boit makers, the 
gunsmiths, and the Royal Orusaders’ Tem- 
erance Society. Upon one of the 
anners was @ gorgeous picture of a master and 
workman shaking bands, with the motto, 
“Come, iet us reason together.” There were 
banners in pienty, and bearing the strangest 
devices. One described “a free breakfast-ta- 
bie” as “a Brightidea.” But the remarkabie 
thing is that tne bundreds of thousands who 
liesed his way far more thoroughiy enjoyed 
rendering the Dqmangs than he could have en- 
joyed receiving it. Birmingham and its neigh- 
borbood felt aii the happier for showing their 
bearty allegiance to the elogueut orator who 
had so otten pleaded passionately for their 
rights, and denounced the artificial restraints 
placed upoa boto their energies and their aspi- 
rations.

® production of mutton has received 
comparatively little attention from farmers 
in the Western States, and the owing of

estern towns. Yet large, thrifty lambs 
have seid well in February, March, 
April, in Chicago at least, every year. There 
is no apparent reason for thinking they will 
notcontinue for years to do so, for the de- 
mand grows even more rapidly than does the 
supply. This is a branch of farmme in 
which those at a distance cotild not compete 
with the farmer within a few hours’ 
ride from town, because young lambs are 
too soft and tender to shipme nt 
any considerable distance. They soon 
shrink in weight, and their tlesh quickly be- 
vomes dark, soft, and unattractive when 
dressed, after a long ride in the ears. The 
Merino and its grades are seemingly the pop- 
ular sheep in Northern Illinois. Whatever 
its merits may be, ang they are undeniably 
great, its most ardent advocate will not 
claim that the Merino isa good mutton ani- 
mal. The question suggests itself, “Could 
not the raising of mutton, and of early jaunbs 
especially, be made a profitable branch of 
farming, leaving the price of wool out of the 
question, by those living within a few hours’ 
travel from any large city?” In March and 
early April thrifty lambs sell for $5 to $8 
each, a price which is surely great enough to 
pay allexpenses and leave something more 
than the manure for profit. 


Live-Stock Trade with Mexico. 

In Old Mexico there has lately been a sud- 
den rise in prices of cattle and horses, caused 
by the demand from American buyers from 
the border States of Coahuila, Nuevo Leon, 
and Tamaulipas. At the same time export 
fees on mares have been raised to $2, to 
which a duty of 2 per cent is 
added on the Texas side. A - corre- 
spondent of the Texvas Live-Stock Journal 
thinks that this will have the effect 
of stopping purchases in Mexico, as stock of 
a better class can be bought on the American 
side of the Rio Grande for about the same 
prices asin Mexico. Some Mexicans seem 
to think that Americans must go to Mexico 
to buy, and that they have only to ask and 
they will receive whatever price they want. 
They have no correct idea of the number of 
horses and cattle raised in Texas, and be- 
lieve that the Lone-Star State has been 
drained of her stock.

In the country this element of danger is 
almost entirely overlooked, and people _ 
tinue for montbs and years to use water 
from wells, cisterns, springs, Or ponds 
which may at any time become 
poisoned by the drainage of barnyards, out- 
houses, and by kitchen refuse. There is great 
danger in permitting cattle, and especially miich 
cows, to drink from such’ piaces, as bas been 
shown several times by tracing diphtheria, scar - 
let-fever, or other ailments to the use of milk 
from cows watered from stagnant or contamia- 
ated pools, cisterns, or wells. in tracing an out- 
break of scariet-ftever io Wolborough, England, 
recently, it was found that of sixteen families 
attacked nine got their milk frem

HUSBANDRY. 


College Education for Farmers, 

An article upon a question which is cer- 
tainly of much interest to all thinking 
farmers is given below. It is from the pen of 
E. P. Powell, and considers nearly all sides 
of the question, “Shall the boy go to college 
to become a farmer?” The writer says that 
the answer to this question is frequently an 
an ignorant sneer, Book-farming is laughed 
at not only by Mark Twain, in his good- 
natured banter, but by men who mistake the 
real question at issue. It is not pook-farm- 
ing, but brain-farming, that is needed, and 
can only be secured by a thorough educa- 
tion. Many boys are spoiled for practical 
work by college charlatanry; but not one is 
Spoiled by a college that understands its 
business, If the boy can only be set to spend 
two-thirds of four years in studying what 
will be rather a damage to him as a farmer, 
the question answers itself. lf the whole 
influence of the association and the curricu- 
lum combined is opposed to the farm as a 
desirable object for an educated mind, then 
the question is answered with emphasis. 

A college that furnishes a boy not the least 
special fitting for his special einployment is 
aiso of no use to him. Many of our colleges 
give nothing, except a general course in 
chemestry, that bears in the direction 
of improved farm-life. So that there 
must be a careful choice of colleges in the 
first place. It would be invidious to specify 
in this article any of those that approximate 
the needs of the farm-boy. There certainly 
are colleges that, by their special courses, 
foster the independence requisit to depart 
from the professions and devote life to pro- 
ductive industries, 

Yet after all is said and allowed in this 
direction, it mast not be forgotten thag we 
end and object is to do good brain-work on 
the farm; and the boy must secure a 
thorough mind discipline as well as, or 
rather above, special information. There 
is no other department of work today 
where so much opportunity for original in- 
vestigation and practical science occurs as 
on the farm, anc there is no other place 
where so much thorough mental work is 
being done as on the farm. Brains, on a 
farm, make the scientist. Brains must here- 
after do the farming. The clod-hopper will 
be eliminated and the farmer become 
synonymous with the highest educated of 
allelasses. The necessities of the case will 
compel this. The boy whu hopes to do farm 
work hereafter must be better educated than 
the lawyer. 

But shall he go to college ? In some cases, 
no, if he has a strong individual bias to some 
speciaity which he cannot be svecificaily 
aided in by any availabie colleze. But if 
the boy can go to college where his bias will 
be respected and taken advantage of, by ail 
means let him go. I have a young triend 
who took his food for one week’s supply 
twenty miles from home ww a college, cooked 
it himself, and so worked his way through 
the institution. Isaid tohim: “ Why do you 
work so hard and undergo such privation to 

If van are toa nae far Penne 
can learn the practical part at home.” fHesaid : 
“I prefer to endure anything rather than 
owna farm that I du not understand. I must 
know my soil, my trees, my fruits, my waters, 
my air, and everything eisel own.” Heis 
now on his farm in afuller ownership than 
an untaught person could possibly be. 

There are two things to be educated for— 
to do and to be. I take it, education means 
less the former and more the latter. No labor 
is the end of life. The man who fits himself 
to do farm work makes himself of less ac- 
count than the farm. The proper education 
makes farming a mere means of self-culture, 
The end is to be, and not to do. 

The question of a collegiate education in- 
volves the unfortunate condition of all edu- 
cation or of ail schovls. The system and 
grading do not point toward the farm. 
Either the boy js sent out with a very gener- 
al quality of information, or he is headed to- 
ward a profession. The result is, that trade 
has caused the gap in its direction to ve filled 
up with commercial schools. We need, 
quite as much, hundreds of agricultural 
schools tributary to agricultural col- 
lege, yet, to an extent, complete in them- 
selves. think we shall either soon have 
them, or we shall have grafted on 
our public-school system industrial 
art culture of the broadest kind. 
Whatever may be true of the pro- 
fessions, there is no other occupation in life 
that does not require training of the hand 
and eye, as well as of the brain. Education 
for the vast majority is a misnomer, apart 
from experiment ana handicraft. The farm- 
er, as things are, gets very little education 
that fits him for the farm. 

A good deal of scientific stady might be 
carried on in connection with regular agri- 

tural employment. Geology, botany, and 
ch@mistry are, naturally, products of the soil. 
No education can be even tolerable that dues 
not provide such studies for the coming 
farmer: but it is the practical application of 
these studies that most concerns the 
question ih hand —botany becoming 
horticulture and plant culture; geology 
becoming land culture. The expert- 
mental school seems to be the natural out- 
look. What, then, should such agricultural 
schools be? Certainiy not rivals of a public- 
schoolsystem, but asupplement. ‘Theyshould 
be practical, direct, scientific, experimental; 
on afarm, with competent, practical teachers. 
They should cover the old apprentice plan of 
training, brought up to the requirements and 
possibie acguirements of this generation. 

There is one feature of farm life that can- 
not be too carefully considered. 1 refer to 
the effect of modern machinery on the tral- 
ing of the boys. It is a fact that we can 
hardly find a boy of 18 or 20, who has all-his 
life worked on farms, who qan handle a 
seythe with any skill. Some of them are 
equally awkward with hoe and’rake and oth- 
er tools. ‘The reason is evident enough in 
the general introduction of machin- 
ery for rapid mowing and cultivating. 
Up to 2, or longer, the farm-boy simply 
waits on machines. He has none of the 
training or development of skill that used to 
be the resuitof farm work. He has never 
tried his muscle in cutting his own swath or 
hoeing his own row with hiselders. Asa 
result, when set todo what machinery can- 
not do he isan awkward clown. In @ gar- 
den, if you set him to spading, he neither 
ean dig, turn, nor grade; but, with no system, 
roots the soil in heaps, half pulverized and 
half aerated. Ask him if he has never done 
any mowing or spading, and he will 
tell you he has worked on a farm 
for ten years. “But what have you 
learned?” “They would never let me 
do anything but wait on the machines. 5o 
you have yourraw apprenticelat man s wages, 
and, what is worse, too wise to learn. He 
despises these low-grade accomplishments as 
much as your high school boy scorns geo g- 
raphy and arithmetic. The only help for "~ 
state of things isin school training, where .

Drainage and Drainage Laws. 

TiskiLwa, lil., June 29.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.|—Farmers are inquiring, What 
was done at the late session of the Legis- 
lature on the subjectof drainage? Drainage 
is just now quite vital in agriculture. Drain- 
age laws are nearly a dead letter—partly, at 
least, because they are not “clearly under- 
stood. The few new laws will be best 
understood by first referring to the pre- 
€Xisting ones—statute and judicial. 

The main drainage Jaws are in two acts, 
approved by the Governor May 29, 1879. 
These are now before me in Hurd’s Revised 
Statutes of 1880, in the first 139 seetions of 
Chap. 42, beginning on page 480. The first 
seventy sections comprise the first act, which 
is commonly known as the “ Levee law.” The 
second act is found in Secs. 71 to 149, inclu- 
sive, and is somewhat known as the “ Farm- 
Drainage act” or as the “ Township-Drainage 
law.” 

The Levee law of seventy sections works 

through the agency of courts and juries, with 
Provisions for adjournments and appeals. 
The famous “ Sny Carte” Levee, and a few 
other ponderous works of leveeing and drain- 
age, use this law, sofar with seeming suc- 
cess. This act closes, beginning with Sec. 
50, by providing fer whatit terms “ private 
drains,” whereby one or more landowners 
may drain through others’ land at their own 
expense, and paying damage if any. Road 
Commissioners and Justices of the Peace 
are the officers, and,the drains may be open 
or covered as may seem to be required. 
Where the upper man is willing te drain 
through his Jower neighbor’s jand at his own 
expense this law will enable him to do so, 
and the machinery of law is near at home 
and quite simple. 
_ This Farm-Drainage law is comprised in 
Secs. 71 to 189inclusive. It is model as 
near as may be, after the Road law. ‘The 
Road Commissioners are made Drainage 
Cowmissioners, the Town Clerk, Custodian 
of Records: Supervisors, the Board of Ap- 
peal. lf courts are needed, suits begin, and 
mostly end, with Justices of the Peace. 
Where the drainage districts extend into 
three or more towns, they are called a 
special district, and landowners then elect 
from theirown number the Drainage Com- 
missioners. The County Clerk then becomes 
the Custodian of the Records. 

There is one quite essential difference in 
principle and practice between these two 
drainage laws. The Levee law assumes that 
the special assessment for benefits requires 
the exercise of the right of eminent domain, 
ana hence does this assessment by a jury of 
twelve men, and then court proceedings and 
rights of apaeal to higher courts. 

The Farm-Drainage law performs this spe- 
cial assessment by the Commissioners, plac- 
ing it upen the principle of other assessments 
of property: for taxes. Eminent domain is 
only invoked to procure the right of way for 


the drain, and, by a unique but equitable 


rovision, this Bi pe AY aeatly all 


This law, it will be seen, aims to be executed 
at home by existing officers and to steer clear 
of courts. The last eight sections of this act 
pporens for one landowner draining through 

is next lower neighbor’s land, each to pay 
in proportion to benefits. This is the law 
most in dewand, yet few seem to under- 
stand that such a law exists. It may be 
a little obscure, as it mostly refers 
for actionto the former provisions of the 
law. A repetition of details would make it 
piainer, but the law is there ready for use, 
and a little study will makeitcigar. Both 
ac!< are made also to apply to counties not 
under township organization. 

I propose in my next to notice some of the 
judicial laws as expounded by the courts or 
the common law, so ealled. I shal! endeavor 
to show that in one leading particular the 
rule given us by the courts is against natural 
right and public policy. 

in my third and last paper I will try to an- 
swer the question as to what new laws were 
niade and what ones failed to be made, and 
remain to be accomplished next time.

Memoranda About Husbandry. 

R. C. R. Dye of Ohio writes that he has

Prof. Henry, of the Wisconsin State Uni- 
versity, thinks that manure containing much 
organic matter will lower the quality of sirup 
from the juice of cane beavily enriched by such 
manoure. 

Mustard is growing ‘very abundantly this 
year among the oats in the neighborhood of 
Chicago and causing farmers considerable ex- 
pense and trouble to pull the growing weed. 
Many fields appe:r completely covered by the 
bright yellow biossoms. 

There is in the recent decisions of the 
courts in the barb-wire, the drive-well, and the 
siiding-gate cases, much to encourage farmers 
in the belief that they have some rights the 
courts will recognize and respect.even whea 
monopolists are arrayed against them. 

Dr. E. H. Thurston thinks he has found a 
true antidote for the sting of bees. It is car- 
bonate of ammonia, powdered and kept in a 


tigbtly-corked bottle. When a sting is received 
the surface over the wound should be wet and a 
small amountof the powdered carbonate ap- 
plied. The pain is instantly relieved, and the 
injured place never swells. 

The protection of growing grapes by the 
use of paper bags is new and the mode of opera- 
tion is as yet but littié understood and used. As 
soun as the grapes are of the size of buckshot, 
ora little sooner if convenient, paper stacks 


four by seven inches in size should be sijpped 
over the bunch of grapes and fastened around 
the -tem by a pio, a pinch of flour of suiphur 
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having first been dropped into the bag. y 
thrustin: the biade of a knife througb the bot- 
tom of the bag an outlet will be made for sur- 
plus moisture which will accumulate. Thisis a 
valuable aid to grape culture. 

Sweet clover is the name of a plant of 
thrifty growth often found by the roadsides 
and railroad tracks. It bas a very pleasant 
odor, and has been recommended by beekeepers 
as affording good pasturage for bees. Farmers 
and road-makers, however, seem to think the 
spread of sweet clover will be by no means an 
unmixed good, for stock will not est it, and by 
its dense and rank growth it kills out grasses 
and otber piants wherever it gains a footing. 
By some it is declared that encouraging the 
growth of. sweet clover is like helping to spread 
the seed of wiid mustard.

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Laying Shallow Drains—Benefit of Eee 

Draining. 
The following suggestions from T. B. Terry, a 
correspondent of the Gentleman, are 
given space for the reason in some in- 
stances ies may not be able to get avn outlet 
which willenable them te lay tile p. and the 
foliowing experiment may benefit tnem. We 
favor deep drainage when it can be done at any 
reasouabie cost, but it is better to do shallow 
work than to fail altogether: 
Your correspondent 8. L. R. asks what action 
frost will bave on the drains when pipes come 
to within twelve inches of the top of ground at 
the upper end of cne drain. You very properly 
advise him to lay his tiles three feet deep, be- 
yond the reach of frost. But there are some 
cases where this is not practicable, as you know, 
of course, but still woere it will pay to drain. 
Perbaps your correspondent’s case may be of 
this kind. 
For example, to drain one basin on my farm 
of only about one-quarter of an acre in extent, 
it required a draia of sixty rods long, and a cut 
part of the way five feet then, where

near the surface hard-burned four-inch tiles 
were used, and laid in a groove of solid 
olay. The rest of the rain was liaid 
with three-ioch pipes. “This drain has been 
working weil for years, and bas more thas paid 
for itseif, but it would have been utterly im- 
practicabie to have laid it two feet deeper, vo 
account of the increased cost. andia this par 
ticular case it evuld not Bave been done, a8 
there was not sufficient fall.

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WORKSHOPS FOR THE BLIND. 

A true philanthropist, Mr. Lavanchy-Clarke, 
has just established in the centre of Paris pro- 
fessional workshops for the blind. In the 
growtb of such institutions France has been 
sadly behind the United States, Eogiand, and 


even much smatier countries, such as Holland, - 


Denmark, and Saxony. By an official report re- 
cently issued it appears that Engiand alone sold 
last year more than $400,000 worth of very fine 
articles manufactured by her biind citizens. 

Up to last year there were in France about 
28,000 persons @fficted with natural or acci- 
dehtal blindness. Of these unfortunates 400 
children were cared for by the Paris National 
Institute for the Blind, while 300 men and wom- 
eo bad comfortable quarters in the old bospital 
of the Quinze-Vingts. Yet more than 27,000 of 
them were left to themselves, and lived a 
life of misery when Mr. Clarke undertook to 
come to their rescue. Now there is at iasta 
Blind Worksbop Society, presided over by Sen- 
ator Krantz. lo Basfroi street there has been 
built notan asylum, but a large. professional 
school, where the biind go every morning, work, 
breakfast, lunch, and diae, after which they go 
to their bomes like any giner workmen. Any 
one visiting Paris during’ the summer season 
will find interest in examining that’m del and 
justructive establishment. There are to be found 
at work hundreds of men, women, and children 
lostin darkness, but with flagers that go won- 
derfully to and fro as if these people were 
endowed with the biessing of vision. Brusnes 
of all patterns, baskets of ail shapes, straw and 
rush chair bottoma, are manufactured with 
precision and workmanlike skill. Wood, ivory. 
or metais are turned, and carpets and ail kinds 
of mats, ropes, and hats are made. Under the 
direction of a foreman, biind as themselves, ail 
these poor fellows bent on their work seem 
really to see it. Upon their lips is stereotyped 
that peaceful smile born of the constant con- 
templation of the invisible. Here they are 
tightening the ozier of baskets, twisting the 
straw of cRair bottoms, driving in the quitct 
grass or the hair of brushes, and no keen- 
sighted mechanic coulda approach the mathe- 
matigal regularity of their work. Look at 
their brusoes; not a hair is higher than 
the other. Never does a bilind’ turner 
hurt himeelf with his compass-saw, while many 
two-eyed artists might show you their bands 
notched by its use. Strange to say, Parisian 
fashion brings every day to the Jardin a’ Ac- 
climetation thousands of curiosity-seekers 
eagerly staring atadozen elephants just ar- 
rived from India, who build waiis, work milil- 
stones, and mix mortar with their trunks. Good 
eno gh; but how much more impressive is the 
wormansbip of the sons of blindness!

The last thing in a trialis the ‘verdict of the 
jory, which must be a unanimous one. Origi- 
pally the jurors wera witnesses, and the ruie 
WHS Il tlw CUriiest ttace that tweive witnessecs 
must swear to the prisoner's guilt before he 
could be convicted, just as at the present time 
twelve grand jurors must swear to their belief 
in his guilt before be can be put on his trial. 
Later on they ceased to be witnesses and became 
judges. The rule that the jury must be unani- 
mous before the prisoner can be convicted is a 
direct consequence of the principle that no one 
is to be convicted unless bis guilt is proved be- 
yond all reasonable doubt, and so long as the 
institution is preserved the principle of unan- 
imity should be retained. lt is one of the curi- 
osities of leral bistory; the uncertainty which 
prevailed down to within the last quarter of a 
century or less, what the presiding Judge 
should do in case the jury could not agree. One 
theory was, as Sir James Stepbed says, that the 
Judge ought to confine them, without food or fire, 
till they did agree. We remember. in 1859, Lord 
Campbell angrily telling a jury, when discharg- 
ing them without giving a verdict, that the oid 
jaw was that the Judge could have them all put 
into a covered cart, carried to the confines of 
the county, and there shot intoaditch. Lord 
Lyndhurst mate Lary of Be i in the House of 
Lords, and deci ord Campbell had 
been mistaken in is law. and that ail that the 
Judge could do originally was to carry the jury 
with bim oc his circuit till they did agree, or 
wntil he reached the borders of the county. 
Whatever the old rule may bave been, it was 
solemniy determined in 1! that in case of ne- 
cessity the Judge might discharve tne jury and 
prisoner be committed and tried a second 
time. Such a rule obviates the objections which 
bad been entertained to the principle of una- 
nimity, and possibly bas given the institution of 
trial by jury a fresh lease of life. It was always 
as an abuse of power to subject jurors 

to any penal consequences in respect of their 
ict, and since the revoiution no attempt of 

the kind hes been made.—Blackwood’s Magazine.
